Few EM Get Boot 
For ACB Scores 


WASHINGTON—How many career EM are booted out 
of the Army because they can’t meet requirements for 
minimum scores on the ACB tests to qualify for reenlist- 
ment? Not many, officials say. But it is possible that some are denied 
reenlistment because they don’t know how the system works. 


More than two years ago, the Army established the ACB test 
criteria for reenlistment by changing AR 601-210. This change stated 


that scores of 90 or above would 


be required in three or more of 


the aptitude areas to qualify for reenlistment. No changes in these 
scores have been made since the requirement was incorporated in 


the regulations at that time. 


RECENTLY an NCO with over 10 years service told Army Times 
that he couldn’t reenlist because he had scored in the 80s in all of the 
test areas but one. In the one he ‘had scored well over 100. 


Here was a case of a soldier who had a good record, who qualified 
in every other respect for reenlistment and who had even made sac- 
rifices to improve his education by attending classes and getting a high 
school diploma after he entered the Army. 

He knew that the scores on his tests didn’t reflect on his prior 
service; he couldn’t believe that his scores would prevent him from 
putting in another 10 years of usefu) service; he felt in short, that he 


was getting a raw deal. 


° * 


BUT WHAT THIS NCO didn’t know was that the Army has sev- 
eral loopholes in its regulations to deal with cases of this type. 

In the regulation authority is provided to waiver the ACB score 
requirements almost automatically for EM with over 15 years of 
service. A waiver is also provided in cases of EM who have less than 
15 years of service and at least one score of 90 or above on the ABC. 
This provision would have been enough to “save” the NCO cited 
above, provided he met other reenlistment qualifications. 

Since 1 January 1959, a total of 563 EM have applied for waivers 
in cases of this type. Of this number, 440 (or 78.1 percent) were ap- 


proved for reenlistment. 





Warrant Officer Program Is 
In Good Shape, Army Says 


WASHINGTON — Reports that 
the Army’s warrant officer procure- 
ment program is faltering are un- 
founded, a Pentagon spokesman 
told Army Times this week. 

Designed to recruit warrants for 
19 different specialties from- the 
NCO ranks, the program was ar- 
nounced some monthg ago in Cir- 
cular 601-2. 

It had been reported that the 
Army will not take action on ap- 
plications for the warrant vacan- 
cies until next January at the 
earliest and that the whole pro- 
gram had been halted temporarily. 
The Pentagon spokesman said this 
was untrue.

Ruling Due 
Soon on 
Dual Pay 


WASHINGTON — Widespread 
confusion has been caused by a re- 
cent Comptroller General decision 
(B-123382) dealing with dual com- 


pensation and certain retired re- 
servists of the Army and Air Force. 

The Comptroller applied the 
$10,000 limit of this law to reserv- 
ists of those two services who were 
retired for disability under the 
Act of 1 April, 1939. 

The principle of the Comptrol- 
ler’s decision has already been at- 
tacked in the Court of Claims and 
a ruling there is expected soon. 
But meanwhile Army and Air Force 
Reserve officers retired under that 
specific law are subject to the 
$10,000 limit on retired and Civil 
Service job pay. 

No others were: affected. Since 
1949, disavility retirements have 
been under the Career Compensa- 
tion Act, Since no Navy, Marine or 
Coast Guard officers were ever re- 
tired under the 1 April Act, the 
Comptroller decision affected none 
in those services. 











The program is “going along 
fine,” he said, without any delay at 
all.

Birth month 
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Information Field 
Grade Thaw Sought 


* WASHINGTON — Army officials said this week they 
hope to be able to use the verified primary MOS system to 


end overstrengths in the information 


specialist field—a field 


which has been overcrowded and in which middle-grade (E-5 
to E-6 and E-6 to E-7) promotions have been frozen for 


more than a year. 

But they have little hope that 
the overstrength problem in this 
MOS (701) will be solved in less 
than a year and a half. by this 
method. The MOS will be tested 
for the first time in February and 
under the VPMOS system unquali- 
fied people can’t be weeded out 
forcibly until they are tested (and 
fail) for the second time a year 
later—though some may see the 
handwriting on the wall before 
then and seek reclassification vol- 
untarily. 

Some information people believe 
that relief of this overstrength 
situation could and should come 
sooner, They point out that the 
main problem is not that unquali- 
fied individuals are holding down 
authorized 701 slots, but that many 
people are holding the MOS and 
working in other jobs unrelated 
to the information field. 

This problem dates back to 1956, 
when the dual field of TI&E was 
split. Prior to that time, informa- 
tion and education specialists held 
the same MOS and presumably 
were qualified to perform duties 
in either field. But when the fields 
split, many of these people went 
over to education offices, never 
again to perform the duties of in- 
formation specialists. 

Although the MOS (701) is 
authorized only for those in the 
information field, a large number 
of these who were transferred to 
education offices still hold the 
MOS. Information officials esti- 
mate that if these and a handful 
of other EM holding the MOS but 
not working in the field were 
weeded out, there would be no 
overstrength.

AGAINST ‘THIS background, 
some have urged that Pentagon of- 
ficials make an immediate crack- 
down on the overstrength. They 
gay that if an inventory of all EM 
holding the MOS were ordered and 








a check made on whether er not 
these people were working im in- 
formation offices, the problem 
could be disposed of im a couple 
of months. Since the MOS is re 
served for information people, 
those not working in the specialty 
could and should be bounced out, 
they say. 

Actually, this is being done to 
a certain extent—but on a modest 
amd unofficial seale, A week ago, 
the Army Information Liaison 
Bulletin — a monthly newsletter 
circulated among information 
people threughout the Army — 
made a plea for action at the local 
level. Though the bulletin speaks 
only for the Army’s information 
branch and is not an official docu- 
ment, several officials believe that 
the appeal may have some success. 
Following is the text of the plea: 

“There has been an overage in 
the 701 MOS field for some time 
and although circulars and regula- 
tions are presently under study 
which will alleviate the situation, 
to some extent, it will be a matter 
of many months before the over- 
age can be reduced sufficiently 
to ‘unstop’ premotion allocations. 
Each . organization, however, is 
authorized a certaim mumber of 
701’s and while most posts are up 
to strength on paper, it is believed 
that many of these people are not 
working in the MOS. Perhaps this 
is the situation om your post, camp 
or station. If so, one way it might 
be taken care of, to the everlasting 
gratitude of working 701’s, is to 
check the authorizations for 701’s; 
determine the wherebouts of the 
individuals charged against the 
post as 701’s; and request that 
those not being utilized in that 
MOS be reclassified to other MOS 
fields. On one post this resulted 
in the reduction of 701 strength 
by three bodies—one education 
supervisor, and two recreation 
specialists.”

WASHINGTON—Army Reserve 
units will receive their own Honest 
John Jaunchers in fiscal year 1962,

Tripled Antibiotics Supply 
Bolsters Germ War Defense 


WASHINGTON — In order to 
strengthen its defense against 
germ warfare, the Army is tripling 
the supplies of antibiotic drugs it 
keeps available for quick use by 
troops. 

In a report to the 67th annual 
convention of the Association of 
Military Surgeons of the United 
States meeting in Washington this 
week, Col. W. D. Tigertt of the 
Army Biological Warfare Labora- 
tories at Fort Detrick, Md. said 
that the supply requirements for 
antibiotics is being increased to 
25 grams per soldier. He disclosed 
that the drugs would “be stored 
as close” to soldiers as possible. 
This is an upward adjustment over 
existing Army levels of perhaps 
three-fold.” 

Tigertt also said that the Army 
is experimenting with several 
promising live vaccines against 
diseases which might be used in 
germ warfare. 

These vaccines include a Rus- 
sian-developed one against rabbit 
fever in humans and a vaccine 
against sleeping sickness, Early 
studies of this vuceime, Tigertt 
said, “appear promising. It is too 
early yet to make any more def- 
inite statements.” 

He emphasized that such vae- 
cines must be used before ex- 





posure and that there may be 
some hazard associated with their 
use.

TIGERTT SAID the Army now 
knews, in considerable detail, the 
type of medical research program 
it must follow if a “known satis- 
factory capability for defense 
against bielegieal weapons is to 
be attained and maintained. 

“This program is hazardous, 
time consuming and must inevi- 
tably involve deliberate risk to 
humans. It hag one real bonus 
value, however, if properly con- 
ducted. The results obtained will 
be applicable to the control of 
disease, whether or not the use 
of biological weapons ever be- 
comes a reality.” 

He also said that the Army cur- 

rently has the means to materially 
counter the effects of a biological 
weapon attack against our military 
forces. 
“In defense against infectioys 
disease, deliberately induced or 
not, the lag between initiation of 
infectiom and the onset of illness 
provides us with the opportunity 
for evasive action after the fact.” 
Tigertt noted that this opportunity 
is not present when other weapons 
systems are used.

Post Liquor, 
Other Tax 
Moves Seen 


NEW YORK — The new 
Congress will probably be 
asked to pass legislation per- 
mitting states to tax beer, 
cigarettes, and liquor sold at 
military bases, the chief of 
the Army-AF Exchange Serv- 
ice warned this week. 

Brig. Gen. Ray J. Laux said the 
proposed tax authority would be 
along the lines of the Congressional 
authority for states to tax gasoline 
sold en military installations. 

Gen. Laux urged military com- 
manders to re-emphasize their 
privilege abuse programs, “to dem- 
onstrate to state. tax officials that 
the provisions of tax-free sales .. . 
are enforced and that (present 
controls) are adequate.” 

State taxes would, of course, in- 
crease the price of the items to 
exchange and elub customers. 

The Exchange head also cau- 
tioned Army and Air Ferce bases 
not to permiit “informral resale ac- 
tivities” on their installations.

NET PROFIT from exchange 
sales has slipped in recent months, 
Gen. Laux also reperted in the 
October-November issue of the 
Commander’s Newsletter, publish- 
ed by Exchange Service headquar- 
ters in New York. 

Inventories of exchange stocks 
are too high, some exehange food 
operations are operating at a loss, 
and wages are increasing, Laux 
said in citing exchange problems 
of the moment. While fair wages 
must be offered, commanders must 
make sure that lecal rates are not 
exceeded, he said. 


Commanders were also asked to 
look carefully into merit pay in- 
creases awarded civilian exehange 
employes. They should award the 
worthy, but take steps toward weed- 
ing out the sub-standard. He said 
also there is a tendeney for the 
merit pay increases “to become 
annual or automatic.” 

The Exchange chief also said 
that exchanges are receiving nu- 
merous applications for employ- 
ment from military people recently 
or soon to be retired. He promised 
that all such applicants will be 
carefully considered and that they 
will receive “an aecurate evalua- 
tion of their employment po- 
tential.” 

He noted, however, that ex- 
change executive positions have 
been “and will continue to be 
filled from within the (exchange) 
organization where possible.” Ex- 
ecutive Management Program per- 
sonnel are given advancement and 
retention priorities.

At this point the Justice Depart- 
ment got into the act, instructing 
the U.S. Attorney in Denver to as- 
sist the men. He moved to have 
the case removed to a federal court 
over the state’s objection. This is 
where the matter now rests.

ANOTHER CASE, involving serv- 
icemen stationed near Plattsburgh, 
N.Y., shows how steep the taxes 
might be and how many of them 
might be levied if the government 
loses its argument with local offi- 
cials. 

Plattsburgh authorities some 
time ago tried to collect a tax on 
trailers of servicemen at Platts- 
burgh AFB. But this attempt was 
blocked when Justice Department 
lawyers convinced local authorities 
that the state law on which the 
tax was based did not apply to 
servicemen. 

Later, however, the state law was 





changed, making the trailers tax- 
able as real estate whether or not 
they are located on or off an instal- 
lation. On top of this, the Platts- 
burgh school district has now pro- 
ceeded to levy a $20 school tax 
on each trailer and the county, 
under the state law, has indicated 
that it will try to collect real 
estate taxes on the trailers after 
1 January. 

All of these separate matters in 
Plattsburgh are now being de- 
bated by local officials and Justice 
Department lawyers, but nothing 
has been settled.

Although CDEC is only four 
years old, it’s birth was envisioned 
shortly after 1945. Within the Army 
a revised approach to doctrinal 
development was dictated following 
World War II, by the major impact 
of atomic weapons and missiles. 
During June 1952, a Combat Devel- 
opment System was established and 


by early 1954, had assumed a basic 
form. A review of the Army’s 
combat developments program 
found the need for the establish- 
ment of a command capable of 
executing all aspects of combat 
developments. 

Action was taken early in the 
development of the Combat Devel- 
opment System to provide such an 
experimental capability. However, 
not until the establishment of the 
Combat Development Experimenta- 
tion Center was an adequate ex- 
perimental facility provided. Ac- 
tivated 2 Nov. 1956 on a provision- 
al basis, CDEC became a perma- 
nent activity of the Army on 31 
May 1958. 

Headquartered at Fort Ord, the 
center setup its field laboratory 
within Camp Roberts and the Hun- 
ter Liggett Military Reservation 55 
and 85 air miles, respectively, to

IN THOSE DAYS CDEC con- 
sisted of one officer and one 
scientist, a union symbolic of the 
center as it exists today—-soldiers 
and scientists working together to- 
ward a common goal. From the 
initial 2-man staff, CDEC today has 
come far. In addition to a large 
scientific staff, the center uses the 
services of some 400 officers and 
4000 men in the conduct of field 
experimentation. 

The construction of the field 
laboratory began from the raw, 
barren earth. The area was re- 
charted, bivouacs established for 
troop units, and an Experimenta- 
tion Control Center built. Most 
important was the installation of 
an efficient communications sys- 
tem. Due to the mountainous ter- 
rain, radio communications suffered 
from blind zones throughout the 
laboratory. Through herculean ef- 
forts, a system was finally placed 





tively cover over 95 percent of the 
laboratory—a task many believed 
could not be accommplished. 

The early days of experimenta- 
tion were an era of pioneering for 
CDEC personnel. Since this was 
the first operation of its type over 
attempted by the U.S. Army, there 
were no guides or rules as to how 
a specific task could be ac- 
complished. This also held true 
with devices of all sorts which 
were needed for data collection 
and umpiring.

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Tax Group Opposes Peacetime Vet Benefits 


WASHINGTON — Extension of wartime benefits to 
peacetime veterans would play havoc with the nation’s econ- 
omy, according to. the Tax Foundation, an agency composed 
of some of the country’s leading business executives. 


But the agency predicted that 
in the event of new hostilities “or 
the indefinite continuation of the 

resent international tensions, the 
mpact of veterans benefits is like- 
ly to be emphasized and their du- 
ration continued.” 

Tax Foundation, Inc., is a non- 
profit organization engaged in re- 
search and citizen education relat- 
ing to all aspects of government 
spe and taxation. The agen- 
cy’s review and analyzation of vet- 
erans’ benefits is the seventh on 
the subject since the end of World 
War II. 

The agency in noting the long 
range costs of veterans benefits sug- 
gested that a reexamination of 
present and future veterans’ pro- 
grams may be called for at the 
present time. 

It noted that the concept of the 
veteran as a member of a small 
group facing the physical perils 
of war for the bulk of his country- 
men is no longer as acceptable as 
it was in earlier years. Not only 
has military service become an al- 
most universal obligation, but mod- 
era warfare also puts the civilian 
population in the front lines. In 
addition, the conditions (inelud- 
ing compensation) of military 
service have been greatly altered 
and improved. 

The foundation also noted that: 

® Because of the growth of pub- 
lic and private retirement and wel- 
fare systems, many of the social 
and economic conditions which 
confronted the veterans of earlier 
wars no longer prevail. 

@ Veterans of War II and 
Korean War have had made avail- 
able to them the most comprehen- 
sive veterans’ benefits in the na- 
tion’s history through the GI Bills. 
The purpose of these laws was to 
effect the readjustment of veterans 
to civilian life by mitigating, in- 
sofar as possible, the handicaps 
incurred as a result of military 
service. The success of this legis- 
lation in accomplishing its purpose 
has significantly changed the en- 
vironment for veterans’ benefits. 

® The rapid increase in the 
size of the veteran population re- 
sulting from War II and Korean 
War has raised questions as to the 
future impact of veterans’ bene- 
fits upon the nation’s economy.

UNLESS PRESENT LAWS are 
changed, the proportion of veter- 
ans and their dependents will re- 
main fairly stable during the next 
20 years. Barring future wars, 
there will be no _ significant 
change in the proportion until 
1975, when it will drop to about 
30 percent of the present total. 
“But in the event of new hostil- 
ities or war, the figure will grow,” 
the Foundation reported. 

The Foundation pointed out 
that future veterans’ benefits 
“should reflect the needs of the 
nation as a whole as well as the 
needs of the veteran and veteran 
dependent population based upon 
the best available information.” 

The Foundation noted the argu- 
ments of proponents of benefits 
for post-Korea veterans which it 
said are based mostly on the as- 
sumption that present conditions 
of peacetime service do not differ 
significantly from those which pre- 
vailed during wartime; and that 
the legislation would help to over- 
come the current shortage of 
trained personnel faced by busi- 
ness, industry, and government, 
and help to meet the rising de- 
mand for higher education. 

The Foundation said the first 
argument appears to ignore sever- 
al differences between wartime 
and peacetime service, such as 
the actual or potential risk of 
death or injury due to enemy .ac 





tion during war, the indefinite na- 
ture of wartime service, and the 
generally more rigorous condi- 
tions which prevail during war- 
time.

IT SAID the second argument 
would perhaps be better used in 
defense of a system of federal 
scholarship aid. The agency said 
that “if the question is whether 





the fed:ral government is to take 
steps te alleviate the shortage of 
trained personnel and meet the 
increasing demand for higher 
education, the proposal that such 
aid be extended only to peace- 
time ex-servicemen only obscures 
the issue. 

“The traditional bases for 
scholarship assistance are merit 
and need, and military service 
alone would not appear to be a 
fair indication of either. 

“An estimated annual person- 
nel turnover of 700,000 in the 
armed forces, which may con- 





tinue indefinitely, would, if edu- 
cation and training benefits were 
extended to peacetime ex-service- 
men, require large annual expen- 
ditures for an indefinite period of 
time,” the reported noted.

About a year ago, Army Secreta —- 
ber Brucker first enunciated the nee mt ¢ 
new concept which would unite the Ad 
tee of the nation — active, Reserve an 

ational Guard—into “One Army.” Unite 

in war, he said, the various components have 
in the past tended to part company as the 
last shot was fired, to go their separate ways. 
Now, in the face of possible “sudden” wars 
there would be little time for the mobilized 
services to regain the normal wartime feel- 
ings of mutual understanding and trust: 
there had to be a reshaping of ideas along 
those lines in time of peace. 

News stories in this issue of Army Times 
detail much of the progress that has been 
made in advancing the “One Army” concept 
during the past year. The results, we think, 
oy been excellent—notably at the upper 
evels of command and in bringing the story 
of a service, united in its singleness of pur- 
pose, to the attention of the public, whose 
understanding of such matters has some- 
times been limited. , 

At the first “One Army” conference, 
called last year by Secretary Brucker to elicit 
suggestions from top leaders of all com- 
ponents as to how a start might be made 
toward bringing the ground forces closer to- 
gether, 49 proposals were made. The range 
was wide—from a suggestion that the word 
“Reserve” be dropped from corps designa- 
tions, to a recommendation that active duty 
men assigned to a Reserve unit occupy a 
position with the unit upon mobilization. Of 
49 ideas advanced, we are told that only 
three were rejected by Department of the 
Army—with reasons given. 

In the field, follow-up action along the 
“One Army” line has been aggressive. Of- 
ficers of one National Guard division in 
Texas have given more than 400 speeches 
on the concept in the past year. In Spring- 
field, Mass., a “One Army Advisory Coun- 
cil” made up of three-component member- 
ship has brought about an exchange of serv- 
ices in weapon repair and training transpor- 
tation. New trainfire ranges at Fort Devens 
have been opened to all-service use. In the 
Third Army area, most major training ac- 
tivities have been conducted on a “One 
Army” basis. This, of course, included 
mutual use of vehicles and equipment. A 
California television series about an Army 
criminal investigator (“Not for Hire’) fea- 
tured the “One Army” theme and was seen 
by an estimated 30 million Americans. On 
a more mundane, but highly practical, level, 
the California National Guard provides over- 
night armory facilities for Army convoys 
passing through areas having no permanent 
posts. In Delaware, most National Guard of- 
ficers attend Army Reserve schools; to re- 
place these officers temporarily at their reg- 
ular posts, XXI Corps supplies USAR of- 
ficers. Equipment of all three components is 
in free exchange. And so it goes. 


Thus it would appear that in many areas 
of thought and practice the “One Army” con- 
cept has had a healthy one-year start toward 
eventual fruition. But these matters are dif- 
ficult to gauge. While many things may be 
done giving the outward appearance of 
progress, for example, enough people hold- 
ing inner reservations can retard and pos- 
sibly halt any program. 

That is why it is important that those 
who see great merit in the “One Army” idea 
press it home in every quarter. And we be- 
lieve that the most important area for per- 
suasion at this time lies at a lower level 
than has been the target in the past year— 
say down among the captains and majors 
and career noncoms.

I believe I speak for several thousand officers—victims, both past 
and present, of the Army efficiency report system—in asking, ‘““Why does 
the Army continue to use such a weak and vicious system to evaluate 


its officers?” 


There can be no denial of the fact, and psychologists can prove, that 
in any rating system of the type used by the Army, personal feelings and 
not objective thought are the views A factors of influence on the resultant 


rating. There can be no true 0 
tain certain weaknesses, but the 
viciousness, 

This is apparent in the secretiveness 
allowed the rater, on the one hand, where- 
by he can express unfounded remarks 
without challenge; and on the other hand, 
paternal tendency of many individuals to 
over-rate subordinates. Many psychologi- 
cal factors, both conscious and subcon- 
scious, bear strongly on both of these 
weaknesses. As a result a confusion of 
ideas exists as to descriptive and numer- 
ical ratings.

THE USE of Hollywood superlatives has 
become commonplace. To most people, a 
person who performs an “excellent” job 
would be a definite asset to any organiza- 
tion; however, an Army officer whose 
performance of duty is only excellent will 
soon find that his services are no longer 
needed by the Army. 

Likewise, although an officer maintains 
a “superior” performance rating, it is 
doubtful if he will advance beyond the 
grade of captain. 

Close investigation of the Army efficien- 
cy report system will disclose that an of- 
ficer rated excellent (numerically a 3) 
will be far below average on the bell 
curve system used to establish the in- 
dividual’s Overall Efficiency Index (OEI). 
Furthermore, an officer rated superior 
(numerically a 4) will be in the lower 
half as compared to his contemporaries. 
(I challenge officials to disprove these 
two statements)

It is true, there are many fine of- 
ficers in the Army, but is it logically pos- 
sible that such a big percentage are out- 
standing? 

Criticism without suggestion is like 
bread without butter; therefore I offer 
these suggestions that could be used to 
develop a more adequate and objective 
rating system: 

® Limit numerical and adjective rat- 
ings to three, including unsatisfactory. 

@ Require raters and endorsers to sub- 
mit ratings to rated officer for his signa- 
ture, and also permit him to rebut any 
remarks made by them. 

®@ Establish-a carefully controlled sys- 
tem (and carefully devised) whereby rat- 
ings would be given not only by superiors, 
but also by contemporaries and subordi- 
nates. (These particular ratings should be 
entirely numerical, or, yes and no answers 
to specific questions.)

OBVIOUSLY, these suggestions, espec- 
ially the third, will bring loud cries from 
many quarters. These will include re- 
marks like, “It will be nothing but a 
popularity contest,” “It’s a cutthroat idea” 
and “It’s just a bunch of hogwash.” How- 
ever, are superiors the only ones capable 
of seeing objectively the qualities of an 
individual? Do we not all form “objective”” 
opinions of those appointed over us?

po Ruling 
Is Inconsistent 


OVERSEA POST: The Commen- 
tary by the “Young Master” (30 
September) brings out the incon- 
sistency of the Comptroller Gen- 
eral’s ruling that under-age time 
cannot be used as creditable serv- 
ice for retirement, and was well 
stated. 

This ruling (AR 635-230, dated 
19 Aug. 60) is inconsistent in that 
it did not establish a cut-off year. 
Does it go back to Gen. Custer’s 
time? 

Par. Ta(a)(12)—Service credit- 
able for retirement—says: “Fraud- 
ulent enlistment, if enlistment was 
not voided.” This paragraph leaves 
a question of doubt as to intent 
with Par, 8e—Periods not credit- 
able for retirement—which says: 
“Service performed prior to reach- 
ing age 17.” 

It is also noted in connection 
with the AR and the Comptroller’s 
ruling that while under-age serv- 
ice cannot be used for retirement, 
the CG’s office has also ruled that 
the time can be used for longev- 
ity. This does not follow any past 
practice. 

I have served in World War I, 
World War II and the Korean War, 
including commissioned and en- 
listed time. This ruling causes me 
to wonder: Did the government 
appreciate this past service? If 
80, do we deserve this kind of 
treatment now?

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; HY is there a “b” in the word debt, and do birds sing 
" when they’re on the ground, and. why are Scotsmen 
called Sandy? The next time you’re standing around at a 
cocktail party, trying to impress people with your sagacity, 
you can provide the answers to these and a batch of equally 
important questions — if you'll read to the-end of this 
column. 

The “b” in debt never was pronounced, and it wasn’t even in 
the word until a few hundred years ago. The word comes from the 
Old French dette, but grammarians around Shakespeare’s time stack 
a “b” in it because they wanted to make it more like the original 
Latin debita. 


Scotsmen are called Sandy because it is the familiar form of 
Alexander, which is quite common in Scotland. The nickname is 
known to have been used back in the 1700s. As for the singing birds, 
most birds sing only while flying or while perched on an elevated 
object. But there are a few — turnstones, field sparrows, wood 
thrushes, ovenbirds and. a few other species — which occasionally 
sing while they're on the ground. 

When somebody suggests “Let George do it,” who was the 
original George, anyway? I learned from George Stimpson’s “A 
Book About a Thousand Things” (Harper, $4.95) that the original 
George was Cardinal Georges d’Amboise, who was Louis XII’s prime 
minister around 1500. The French king was always saying it. 

Speaking of Frenchmen, I also learned from the book that 
the full name of Marquis de Lafayette, the French general who 
served in the American Revolution, was Marie Joseph Yves Gilbert 
Du Motier Lafayette. His wife’s first name was Marie, too. George 
Washington didn’t call him Marie, however, he called him Fayette.

THE GERMANS often were called Huns around the first and 
second World Wars, and I learned from the Stimpson book that 
the Germans brought that nickname on themselves. At the turn 
of the century, Germany sent an expeditionary force to help put 
down the Boxer Rebellion in China. The Kaiser told the departing 
troops: “No mercy must be shown. No prisoners must be taken. 
As the Huns under King Attila made a name for themselves which 
is still mighty in tradition and legend today, may the name of Ger- 
man be so fixed in China by your deeds, that no Chinese shall ever 
again dare to look a German askance.” 


Logically, there shouldn’t be an “o” in awol, since it means “ab- 
sent without leave” and without is one word. Many people be- 
lieve the “o” stands for official, but several years ago the War 
Department explained that awol was adopted instead of awl so 
that it wouldn’t be confused with absent with leave.

(This article offers some possible solutions to the problem posed in last week's 


column.—Editor ). 


Colonel M has been retired a 
month now. In last week’s re- 
port, his final day in the Army, 
in which he suddenly was “pro- 
moted” from Specialist 5 to 
colonel and retired at double his 
active duty pay, was detailed. 

M is not unique. Since 1 July, 
the beginning of fiscal year 1961, 
at least 268 enlisted men with 
Reserve commissions have re- 
tired as officers. Their enlisted 
grades ranged from E-2 to E-9. 
Their retired grades -ranged 
from captain to colonel, 


There is no connection be- 
tween the enlisted grade and the 
commissioned grade in which 
they retired, E-9s having retired 
as colonels as have E-5s; E-8s 
having retired as captains as 
have also E-5s. Most retirements 
are from grades E-6 and. E-7 
to major and lieutenant colonel. 

In addition, 43 enlisted men 
have retired as warrant officers 
from grades of E-9 to E-5. 

Not included are those who 
have retired from warrant offi- 
cer grades into higher commis- 
sioned officer grades. 

Thus retirements from en 
listed grade to higher paying 
commissioned ‘and warrant of- 
ficer grade are averaging better 
than 100 a month. 


* * * 


HOW DOES THIS affect the 
relations between the Army and 
the general public, and affect 
the attitude within the Army 
toward rank? 

It certainly raises a ,question 
about promotion policy, and the 
use of skilled people. 

It casts doubt on the effective- 
ness of the Reserve when it ap 
pears that a man is only “good 
enough” to be a Specialist 5 or 
a staff sergeant on active duty 
while still qualified to hold a 
commission as a lieutenant colo- 
nel or colonel in the Reserve. 

Something is wrong with. the 
system. It isn’t faulty, it seems 
to me, at the retirement. end 
The error is in the requirement 
in law that men be promoted up 
or go out and that they must 
complete 20 years active federal 
service to qualify for retirement. 

The picture presented to the 
active Army and to the public 
of a former relatively high- 
ranking officer retiring from a 
low enlisted grade and assuming 
the higher grade on retirement 
is one that degrades the man, the 
grade and the Army. Yet it 
would be patently unfair to deny 
a man the right to retire in the 
grade in which he has served 
his country or, in the event of 
mobilization, he has been ad- 
judged capable of serving. 

* * . 


WHEN THE RIF program (the 
major source of these retire- 
ments) was first announced, I 
suggested two alternatives. One 
was to set up a corps of officers 
who had, according to an im- 
partial selection board, reached 
their maximum grade potential. 
This group would be “frozen” 
in grade and given “limited 
duty” assignments until they 
qualified for retirement. They 
would not be promoted, sent to 
school, sent overseas or on other 
assignments which required 
“growth potential.” 

In an Army the size of to- 
day’s, there is need for skilled 
officers to run certain activi- 





ties that will not, in mobiliza- 
tion, require much increase in 
staff. There is a whole group of 
jobs to which the “cadre con- 
cept” is not applicable. “Per- 
manent captains” (or majors 
or lieutenant colonels) could 
fill these jobs effectively and 
permit other officers who still 
have a “growth potential” to be 
assigned to jobs where they can 
learn and not be stifled by the 
routine of non-growth jobs. 

Several thousand enlisted ROs 
will be retiring in the next four 
years. Several thousand others 
will retire in the 10 years there- 
after who could make up such 
a corps,

THERE IS an alternative so- 
lution. It is to permit officers 
RiFed (and only those actually 
“selected out”) before comple- 
tion of 20 years active federal 
service of which at least 10 years 
is commissioned service (to use 
the legal phrase) to retire when 
ordered off active commissioned 
service, providing they had at- 
tained a certain age (possibly 


35) and had completed more 
than 12 (or 10 or 14) years 
active federal service, at least 


10 (or eight or even six) of 
which were commissioned, 

In five more years, the prob- 
lem will be solved for most by 
time, by the now routine attitude 
of ignoring it so long that it 
goes away. If .this course is 


adopted, as seems likely because 


of budgetary and political. ex- 
pediency, the public image of 
indifference and apathy so pre- 
sented will remain a blot on the 
Army’s record, denying the 
adage that the Army “takes 
care of its own” or tries to, for 
years to come, 


A new administration and a 
new Congress take office in 
January. Both may be sympa- 
thetic enough to the situation 
of the Colonel Ms. in the en- 
listed ranks. of the Army to 
study the long-term morale, fi- 
nancial and operational aspects 
of this situation. 

If the Army loses in an ef- 
fort to alleviate the situation, 
but at least makes a public ef- 
fort, much will be saved of the 
Army’s publie reputation. Much 
will be done to raise the re- 
spect for the Army in the minds 
and hearts of its members.

IT IS TOO late to prevent the 
bitterness, the heartbreak and 
the humiliation for Colonel M, 
his wife and children. But it 
is not too late to repair the sit- 
uation for the ROs still in 
service and those relatively few 
in number who may find them- 
selves in this situation in the 
future. 

It appears that there is a job 
for the Army staff to under- 
take, in spite of potential op- 
position from the Budget 
Bureau Defense, and even the 
other services and Congress.

From 1922 until] the time of 
his retirement during World War 
II, Col. Totten earned the repu- 
tation as one of the outstanding 
Officers of the Adjutant Gen- 
eral’s department. His last duty 
assignment was as  officer-in- 
charge of the Demobilized 
Records Branch of the Adjutant 
General’s office. 

Early during World War II 
while he was on a retired status, 
Col. Totten was recalled to active 
duty as liaison with the Amer- 
jean Red Cross and the Veterans 
Administration. His long experi- 
ence made him one of the best 
informed men on _ retirement 
rights and veterans’ benefits. 


FOLLOWING his final retire- 
ment from the Army, Col. Tot- 
ten volunteered his services to 
government agencies. Through- 
out his long career his fund of 








service to widows and military 
men, currently serving as a vol- 
unteer worker, without salary 
and reimbursement for travel ex- 
penses, in a liaison capacity be- 
tween the Veterans Administra- 
tion and the Defense Depart- 
ment. He has continued his work 
with the Red Cross and with vet- 
erans organizations, in the na- 
tion’s capital and in the field. 

Over the years, he had made 
major contributions to many sys- 
tems initiated to speed-up vet- 
eran’s claims for benefits. 

Col. Totten has two sons of 
whom he speaks with pride. One 
son, who holds the same rank as 
his father, is Col. James W. Tot- 
ten, Chief of the European Divi- 
sion, J-3, Office of the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff. 

His second boy is John Totten 
a professor of philosoph and 
mathematics at Saint Mary’s Uni- 
versity in San Antonio, Tex. 

Col. Totten, resides with his 
wife Julie, here in Washington. 





Ts POLITICAL DEBATE about the level of U.S. pres- 
tige abroad has revolved around a government report 
which is alleged to show that polls taken in a number of 


foreign countries indicate a wide- 
spread view that the U.S. is fall- 
ing behind the Soviet Union in 
military strength, 

It appears to be taken for 
granted that national prestige is 
a product of national military 
power. As indeed it is. 

But power, until actually used, 
is what people think it is. 

This is especially true when 
power largely consists of ele- 
ments as yet untried in actual 
conflict. 

The nuclear weapons upon 
which the national military 
power of both the U.S. and the 
USSR largely depend today have 
never been used in war on any 
considerable scale, 

The Hiroshima-Nagasaki A- 
bombs of 1945 were cap-pistol 
affairs compared with the multi- 
megaton weapons of 1960. The 
total explosive violence loosed 
against these two unfortunate 
cities is exceeded many times 
over by that which could be de- 
livered today by the warhead of 
a single Po'aris missile. 

7 . . 

THE ACTUAL circumstances 
of a war between two nuclear 
powers exist only’ in human 
imaginations. It is for this rea- 
son that advertising stunts, such 
as the Soviet sputnik and lunik, 
weigh so heavily in the scales 
of power-prestige. 

The only actual evidence of 
superior military capability pre- 
sented by these aceomplishments 
was the demonstration that the 
Soviets have developed rocket 
engines with a thrust-perform- 
ance which can lift heavier ob- 
jects into spatial orbit than we 
can—as yet. Presumably, there- 
fore, the Soviets could—if they 
so desired—fire intercontinental 
ballistic missiles with heavier 
payloads than we can. 

Whether any true military ad- 
vantage derives from such a capa- 
bility may be disputed. There is 
a limit beyond which increasing 
the explosive yield ox a single 
nuclear projectile encounters the 
law of diminishing returns, 

But prestige-wise, there can 
be no doubt whatever-that the 
Soviets have profited enormous- 
ly from their space accomplish- 
ments. The complexities of mili- 
tary power are not widely under- 
stood, and are difficult.to explain 
to non-professional audiences, 

Most people today are impa- 
tient of complexities anyway. 
They want fast, complete and 
conclusive answers. These are 
unavailable in the military power 
area. 

There is a tendency, therefore, 
on the part of some commenta- 
tors and some politicians, to fall 
back on numerical comparisons 
as being more readily under- 
standable. These too tend to dis- 
tort the facts of power.

NO REASONABLE compari- 
son between the actual nuclear 
capability of the United States 
and of the Soviet Union is, for 
example, presented by a state- 
ment that the U.S. has only—say 





—10 operational ICBMs estab- 
lished in firing position in this 
country, while the Soviets have 
—say—30 such missiles ready to 
take off on Soviet launching pads. 
What counts is the total de- 
terrent effect of the total U.S. 
delivery capability for nuclear 
weapons against Soviet targets, 
less the amount of such capa- 
bility which might conceivab- 
ly be destroyed by a surprise 

Soviet attack with both mis- 

siles and planes. 

To figure this up, we must in- 
clude on our side the 32 Polaris 
missiles now at sea, the delivery 
capabilities of Strategic Air 
Comniand planes (about 2,000 of 
them, less the number that a 
reasonable estimate might allow 
would be caught and destroyed 
on the ground by the surprise 
attack, which in turn would be 
affected by the number that 
might be on continuous airborne 
alert at any given time), the 
strike planes of the Navy’s car- 
rier-based air groups at sea, the 
fighter-bombers based on widely 
dispersed airstrips in Europe and 
at other overseas locations, the 
mobile missiles of the Army and 
intermediate-range missiles lo- 
cated within striking distance of 
Soviet targets, 

The total striking power 
which would be available after 
absorbing a Soviet surprise at- 
tack involves a further estimate 
of the ability of the Soviet high 
command to launch a coordina- 
ted effort which will simul- 
taneously strike distant and 
nearby targets so that the ad- 
vantage of surprise will not be 
lost, the efficiency at any given 
moment of our eariy-warning, 
communication’ and command 
systems, and even the reaction- 
time of our machinery of nation- 
al decision and that of our allies 
who share with us any degree of 
responsibility for effective re- 
taliation.

IT SHOULD be obvious that 
all this cannot readily be ex- 
plained in convincing detail to 
any general audience. This re- 
porter, who has been living with 
the evolving facts affecting U.S. 
national defense for a good many 
years, entertains a well-founded 
conviction that the United States 
possesses a sum total of military 
power which is decisively su- 
perior to that possessed by the 
Soviet Union, and that the re- 
sponsible Soviet authorities are 
well aware thereof. 

But they have accomplished a 
very superior job of convincing 
other people — notably among 
the neutral and uncommitted na- 
tions—that they are top-dog in 
the world, militarily speaking, 
The same notion is gaining 
ground among the peoples of 
some of our allies. 

Hence we hear these reports 
of diminishing U.S. prestige. 
How to correct this belief that 
we are slipping, how to make a 
clear and convincing demonstra- 
tion that it just ain’t so, remains 
an unsolved problem.

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Man-Made Weather 
Is Huachuca Hope

FORT HUACHUCA, Ariz.—If the fondest hopes of 
weathermen at Fort Huachuca come true, the Army may 


someday be in a position to 
weather. 

Realizing the sometimes crucial 
effect of weather in other wars— 
against Napoleon at Moscow. Hit- 
ler in Russia and the U.S. in the 
Battle of the Bulge—the micro- 
meteorology department here is 
trying to learn how to manipulate 
weather to a tactical army’s ad- 
vantage. 

A frontal attack on the weather 
is impossible, says Ken Barnett of 
the department. The average 
thunderstorm releases more ener- 
gy than 15 atom bombs. He pointed 
out that man can do little to alter 
or create weather over large areas 
now. 

Micrometeorology is the study of 
climatal conditions in the area 
where the earth meets the atmos- 
phere. This region includes the 
first few feet of earth and the low- 
est portion of the atmosphere. It is 
in this area that the Army lives and 
fights. 

Barnett feels that if the combat 
commander could choose tomor- 
row’s weather, he would have a 
weapon as revolutionary as the 
atom bomb. 

Officers at Huachuca emphasized 
the increasing importance of 
weather information.

IN A QUESTION and answer 
session with newsmen at Huachuca, 
officials left the impression that 
the Russians have been successful 
—at least in a small way—in mani- 
pulating the weather. Barnett ad- 
mitted that the Army is a long way 
from creating its own weather. 

Most successful weather chang- 
ing happened in Europe after 
World War II, Col. Eric Osborne, 
Commander of the micrometeorolo- 
gy department, told Army Times. 
Army weathermen were attempting 
to dissipate fog and were success- 
ful. By coincidence, he said, an Air 
Force plane, in trouble and unable 
to see, saw the fog suddenly lift. It 
was able to land. 

Osborne is particularly proud of 
weather teams from Huachuca 
which are supporting research and 
development activities in many 
places. 

Thirteen teams — they total 17 
officers 258 enlisted men and four 
civilians — are scattered through- 
out the northern half of the west- 
ern hemisphere. The average unit 
has one officer and 19 enlisted men. 

These groups supply year-round 
meteorological data to all seven 
technical services as well as 11 
other federal agencies engaged in 
research,

IN ADDITION, Huachuca offi- 
cials said, men from the depart- 
ment take part in operations last- 
ing from a few days to months. 
They include trips like a 3-day ex- 
periment with a rubber company 
and the U.S. Forest Service in 
California and longer projects like 
a 75-day journey across the North- 
ern Greenland Ice Cap with Trans- 
portation Corps units this past sum- 
mer. 

Key to the weather research pro- 
gram here is an analogue compu- 
ter, called the micrometeorogical 
simulator. It functions as a model 
of an air-earth boundary layer. 

Measurements are~fed into the 
simulator and the results are com- 
pared with actual observed condi- 
tions. 

The simulator is only one of the 
many new tools uesd in gathering 
weather information.

3-Day Festival in Sitka Marks 
Transfer of Alaska to the U.S.

FORT RICHARDSON, Alaska — 
A page from history unfolded as 
the sun broke through early morn- 
ing fog over the Alaska Day Fes- 
tival in Sitka 18 October, com- 
memorating the transfer of Alaska 
from Russia to the United States. 

Forty-four soldiers from U. S. 
Army, Alaska traveled in the air 
and on the sea to the island town, 
site of the original transfer, to 
assist in the 3-day festival. 

A color guard from the 1st BG, 
9th Inf, and Army bandsmen 
stationed north of the range, 
journeyed to Fort Richardson to 
meet with the 214th Army Band. 

The full complement flew to 
Juneau aboard an Alaska Air Na 
tional Guard plane, then trans- 
ferred to the Coast Guard Cutter 
Sorrell, for the remainder of the 
trip. A twisting, turning 18-hour 
cruise brought the Sorrell with 
its cargo of Army good-will am- 
bassadors to Sitka and the first 
day of the festival. 

The band made its public debut 
at a concert held on Mt. Edge- 
cumbe Island.

Then 
they made a quick trip by ferry 
to the hospital where they gave 
a volunteer show for the crippled 
children.

Laying of a wreath in the Na- 
tional Cemetery was the beginning 





of the third and final day. The 
band and color guard were pre- 
sent with a prayer being offered 
by Chaplain (Maj.) W. B. Alls.’ 
worth of Fort Richardson. 

The Russian Flag was lowered 
and in its place went the 50-star 
flag of the United States in cere- 
monies atop Castle Hill, following 
a parade down the main street of 
town. Guest speakers were Gov. 
William Egan, Adm. H. H. Cald- 
well, commander of the Pacific 
Sea Frontier, and Hector Chevigny, 
author of “Lord of Alaska.” 

Climaxing the festival was a 
military ball with the 214th Army 
Band supplying the dance music.

Catalog of All Unit Badges 


WASHINGTON—A momumen- 
tal task has reached a successful 


conclusion with the publication of 
the first complete catalog of 
Army unit distinctive insignia. 
This catalog is the work of mem- 
bers of the American Society of 
Military Insignia Collectors, a non- 


profit organization whose purpose 
is “to perpetuate the hobby of 
military insignia collecting, to 
further patriotism and an under- 
standing of military heraldry, and 
to foster historical and education- 
al knowledge of military institu- 
tions.” 

Distinctive insignia are those 
metal badges which are worn on 
the shoulder loops of the uniform 
blouse and the shirt. They are 
patterned after the coats-of-arms 
of the European nobility, and are 
the distinguishing marks of color- 
bearing units of the Army, hence 
the name “distinctives.” Distinc- 
tive insignia have also been ap- 
proved for sich non-color bearing 
units as companies, groups, bri- 
gades, and service schools.

“The American Workers’ Fact 
Book,” released this week, steers 
clear of any mention of the bene- 
fit proposals which are opposed 
by the administration. However, 
it strikes directly at opponents’ 
main contention: that peacetime 
veterans face no special difficulty 
returning to civilian life. 

“It is generally recognized,” the 
book states, “that a period, of mili- 
tary service places a worker at a 
disadvantage in the labor market 
due to one or more reasons direct- 
ly traceable to his service, such 
as lack of civilian work experi- 
ence, older-than-normal entrance 
age for apprentice or on-job train- 
ing, inability to utilize military 
skills in civilian occupation, or ex- 
istence of service-connected dis- 
ability.” 

It adds that the federal govern- 
ment, consequently, has “accepted 
the responsibility for assisting 
veterans to reestablish themselves 
in the labor force.” 

As examples of what government 
has done to aid veterans, the book 
cites the World War II and Korea 
GI bills, unemployment benefits 
and job counseling services. Re- 
ferring to the educational benefits 
—which, of course, have not been 
available for peacetime service— 
the book states: 


“Through these laws veterans 
have become the best educated, the 
best trained, and occupationally 
the best adjusted group of people 
in the history of the United States. 
Veterans now command better 
wages than do nonveterans, ac- 
cording to a recent survey. The 
median income of veterans is 
nearly $800 a year higher than 
the median income of nonveterans 
in the same age groups.” 

The War II bill gave on-job 
or school training to 7.8 million 
veterans, the book says. Those 
trained included:

IN HEARINGS on GI Bill pro- 
posals in the 86th Congress, ad- 
ministration spokesmen took the 
position that educational benefits 
for today’s ex-servicemen are un- 
warranted by the conditions of 
“peacetime” service. Young men 
now have an opportunity to plan 
for their military duty well in ad- 
vance so that it does not disrupt 
their civilian career plans, they 
held. : 

In addition, it was pointed out 
that young men have a wide choice 
of routes by which to discharge 
their military obligation—a refer- 
ence to the 6-month plan and the 
variety of active duty or Reserve 
duty enlistments offered by the 
armed services. 

Opponents of post-Korea: school- 
ing benefits also cited the high 
costs such a program would in- 
volve. Supporters of the measure 
contended it would “pay for itself” 
by 1975 through increased income 
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tax revenues based on the veterans’ 
boosted earning power. 

_ Although special counseling and 
job placement help are provided 
for men with service-connected dis- 
abilities, no training program is 
currently available to give such 
individuals a start on a new career. 
Legislative action may be expected 
next year, however, since the costs 
would not be high and leaders of 
both political parties have endorsed 
the idea. 

The first edition of Labor’s new 
fact book was published in 1956.

Reports from the active Army 
and the Reserve components also 
indicate progress in the effort to 
make a team imbued with the 
spirit of working together. 

Maj. Gen. Joseph J. Scannell, 
Delaware AG, reports: “Most of 
the Delaware National Guard of- 
ficers attend or have graduated 
from U.S. Army Reserve schools. 
To make up for National Guard 
officers attending schools, the 
XXI Corps supplies us with USAR 
officers to lead our troops. . . For 
several years our 116th MASH 


hospital has rendered medical 
support to the Second Army ROTC 
program.” 

From First Army, commanded 
by Lt. Gen. Edward J. O’Neill, 
comes this report: “In Springfield, 
Mass., National Guard units use

CREATING and maintaining the 
One Army spirit is recognized as 
largely a matter of information ac- 
tivities.

plus and shortage MOSs, but told 
where the pinch in overage was 
tightest and where shortages were 
greatest. (The list will be found 
at the end of this article.) It does 
provide EM with MOS indications 
where promotion opportunities are 
brightest. 

The circular was issued by the 
Deputy Chief of Staff for Per- 
sonnel DCSPER) for use in specific 
personnel actions covering such 
things as reenlistments, attendance 
on in-service personnel at service 
schools, award of primary MOS to 
former officers reverting to en- 
listed status and for retraining or 
classification. 

Although the actual numbers of 
men in shortage and surplus MOSs 
are monitored carefully and an 
MOS appears overstrength in the 
circular, it does not necessarily 
mean that it will be frozen for 
promotion purposes. The reason- 
ing is that those overages which 
are minor in nature and can be 
controlled by the circular do not 
warrant the additional control of 
promotion restrictions. 

However, the basie data used 
to compile this circular is also 
used in arriving at the grades and 
MOSs which are restricted for pro- 
motion purposes in the Army’s 
promotion contro] program. 

The Army says that in the past 
year the numbers of men surplus 
in their MOS have been. reduced 
65 percent in E-7, 55 percent in 
E-6 and 40 percent in E-5. Exact 
figures for each MOS are not given 
because they might be used by a 
potential enemy for intelligence 
purposes. This could be particu- 
larly true if the exact shortages of 
men were made public, according 
to the Army. 

The Army did disclose typical 
percentage examples as to how 
the niimbers of men in MOSs 
frozen for promotion has been re- 
duced. In the case of cooks (941) 
in grade E-7, the overage was cut 
60 percent, for administrative 
specialties (717) 86 percent and 
for MPs (951) 100 percent. This 
means promotions to MPs in grade 
E-7 will open up. 





Taking the same specialties in 
E-6, the number of surplus cooks 
was reduced by 57 percent, admin- 
istrative specialists 100 percent 
and MPs by 60 percent. For E-5s, 
the surplus in cooks was slashed 
100 percent (in other words, wiped 
out), administrative specialists 
were never in a surplus condition 
and MPs are now in-and-out as 
far as promotion are concerned. 

The figures are for the last 12 
calendar months. During the same 
time, in grade E-7, 30 MOSs were 
frozen for. promotion purposes a 
year ago and of the number 17 are 
still in and 13 are no longer in. 
In E-6, of 30 frozen a year ago, 22 
are still in (three of them in and 
out) and eight are out. For E-5s, 
the number of iced MOSs a year 
ago was 34 and the number still 
in is 25, with 12 bouncing in and 
out, and nine now have been un- 
frozen. 

This, is was pointed out, shows 
the fluidity of the Army’s attack 
on overstrengths, the sizeable re- 
duction in overages and contain a 
forecast that promotion restric- 
tions would start down. 

The Army, while recognizing it 
will always have to live with sur- 
pluses, hopes to be able to do the 
same things in grades E-7, E*6 and 
E-5—in other words, keep such 
tight controls on surpluses that 
freezes will last for only short 
periods of time. 

The circular containing the num- 
bers of overstrength and shortage 
MOSs for personnel actions should 
not be confused with the lists of 
MOSs restricted in monthly pro- 
motion quotas. The.circular is. in- 
tended to tell men in surplus MOSs 
where they are most needed and 
coincidentally tells them where 
promotion prospects are best. 

But if an MOS appears in pro- 
motion lists after months, then EM 
can look at the shortage list in 
the circular and know: where to 
jump if he is career minded. 

The lists, in order of severity 
as contained in the circular, fol- 
low:

and no one has been able 
stop it. 

What I am referring to is this: 
when a person ships his car to 
a foreign country, he should be 
told what that country requires 
for that individual to clear the car 
through customs. 

I shipped my 1953 Mercury to 
Japan at government expense, only 
to be told by the transportation 
authorities, American and Japa- 
nese, that I could not have my 
car because I only had a one-year 
visa. If I had had a two-year visa 
I could have had the car. 

So there sat the car at the port, 
being maintained by the Army 
Transportation Corps at a cost to 
someone. I had to sell the -car 
or pay $400 to ship it back to the 
U.S. and my job was here with 
an American firm. 

Whose fault was this? That is 
the irony of the whole thing; it 
was many people’s fault. 

The transportation officer where 
I retired informed me that he had 
been told by the office of the Chief 
of Transportation, Washington, 
D.C., that I could take my car 
to Japan and that there would be 
no customs restriction on it. be- 
cause it was going on my PCS 
orders. 

The transportation personnel in 
Oakland did not even ask me how 
long I was going to stay in Japan 
or if I had prior arrangements 
with the Japanese customs as to 
my car; all they asked for were 
two copies of my orders and they 
shipped the car to Yokohama. 

The regulations here are these: 
(1) A person must have a two- 

year visa; 

(2) He must own his car for at 
least one year. 

If he meets these requirements, 
he may bring the car in custom 
free. If he has less than a two- 
year visa, he must then get an 
import license and pay 60% of 
the value of the car as tax. But 
you can not get an import license. 

I understand a change to AR 
55-76 is soon to be _ published 
(Army Times 12 Oct. 60), outlin- 
ing necessary requirements for 
transportation overseas of auto- 
mobiles, but they must not cover 
the situation of mine or else surely 
Office of the Chief of Transporta- 
tion would have informed. me dif- 
ferently the 9th of June when at 
that time I was given the infor- 
mation that I just outlined above. 


What happened to me is past 
and ‘cannot be undone, but if in 
the future this letter will save one 
retired person the trouble I went 
through, it is certainly worth the 
time to write and send this to you.

Bandsmen Are 
Soldiers, Too 


FORT SHAFTER, Hawaii: The 
officer who wrote in behalf of 





parachute riggers, and who resents | 
proficiency pay for. bandsmen, } 


seems to think the latter unquali- 
fied as combat soldiers. 


When necessary, bandsmen serve 
as infantry soldiers, litter-bearers, 
interior guards, ete, and many 
have been wounded or killed in 
such duty. 

But that’s not the reason we 
get proficiency pay, nor is “lack 
of promotion in an overcrowded 
field.” There’s a lack of promotion, 
all right, but our field is not over- 
crowded. 

I don’t know the exact method 
used to determine MOS priority 
for proficiency pay. But it has to 
do with the “criticality” of the 
MOS—that is, the Army’s immedi- 
ate need for it. Right now, career 
bandsmen are in somewhat short 
supply, and this is particularly 
true of certain instruments. 

Not only is it desirable to retain 
the musicians now in service, but 
also to attract more young musi- 
cians to make the Army a career, 
and there is considerable competi- 
tion from the other services for 
these musicians. 

Notice that recruits for bands 
are expected to be pre-trained— 
there is no program to train be- 
ginners in music. 

I doubt that this is true of any 
other MOS. For example, if your 
parachute riggers already knew 
their job before enlistment, fine! 
But professional pre-training is not 
a pre-requisite for them. It is for 
us! 

And proficiency cn an instrument 
is only part of the professional 
knowledge required: we take two 
separate tests—one in actual per- 
formance (by tape recording) and 
one in writing covering theory, 
harmony, arranging, marching 
band, baton and rehearsal tech- 
niques, maintenance and repair of 
instruments, and (for NCOs) ad- 
ministrative and supervisory prac- 
tices. 

Furthermore, many of us pur- 
chase our own instruments. We 
do this in order to perform better 
than is possible on Army instru- 
ments, many of which are of in- 
ferior quality or worn out, or both. 
In my present assignment, actual 
| survey shows that 21 out of 39 
| men—slightly over 50%—use pri- 
vately-owned instruments in at 
least some of our formations. 

Of the 11 men qualifying for 
proficiency pay, seven used their 
own instruments for the test. My 
own instruments, a flute and a 
piccolo, cost $592—not an incon- 
sequential investment. In what 
other MOS is a large proportion 
of the equipment privately owned? 

In proving that bandsmen re- 
ceiving proficiency pay fully de- 
serve it, I do not mean to imply 
that parachute riggers do not. 
Certainly to a jumper, no man 
could be more important than the 
man who packed his ’chute. Here’s 
hoping they get it soon, along with 
the other deserving MOS not yet 
tested.

Do Paperwork Properly or Pay, Govt. Rules 


WASHINGTON — The re- 
sponsibility for determining 
whether a bill of lading is cor- 
rectly made belongs to the 
owner, the Comptroller Gen- 


eral held in denying a refund 
to an Army officer who 
claimed he was overcharged. 


The officer said that 1000 pounds 
of the 1495-pound excess weight 
shipment for which he paid ac- 
tua covered professional books 
and equipment which are exclud- 
ed from the maximum weight al- 
lowable. 

The officer said it was the fault 
of the transportation officer that 
the goods were not correctly la- 
beled, but the Comptroller pointed 
out that travel regulations provide 
for such material to be packed 
separately and so labeled. 

It is not possible to shift to the 
transportation officer the owner’s 
responsibility for this, the Comp- 
troller said. 





In another decision, the Comp- 
troller ruled that Air Force offi- 
cials were wrong when they denied 
per diem payment to an accused 
airman at Johnson AB, Japan, who 
was ordered to go to Kyoto, Japan 
in connection with a Japanese crim- 
inal investigation. 

Officials refused to honor the 
airman’s voucher when he returned 
to Johnson because they claimed 
his travel was not on public busi- 
ness. 

The Comptroller ruled that the 
man’s travel was necessary for him 
to appear in court; the defense 
attorney thought it was necessary 
in his case. He ruled he should 
be paid regardless of any question 
of public business.

Army Spends 
$34 Million 


In Hawaii 


SCHOFIELD BARRACKS, 
Hawaii—The Army in Hawaii 
contributed a net of over $34- 
million to the. economy of the 
50th state during the first quar- 
ter of the 1961 fiscal year. The 
period covers July, August and 
September of 1960. 

To make up the total, the 
pay of all personnel amounted 
to more than half—over $18- 
million. Of this amount, Active 
Army soldiers received almost 
$8.5-million; civilian. employes 
over .$5-mhillion; Army ROTC, 
Reserve. and . National Guard 
payrolls. amounted. to $732,000; 
Retired military personnel re- 
siding in the state received over 
$200,000. Allotments to mili- 
tary dependents amounted to 
over $3.3-million. 

The pay figures do not in- 
clude payroll deductions, fed- 
eral taxes, civil service retire- 
ment, social security and insur- 
ance or other funds spent on 
the mainland. 

To complete the total, the 
Army in Hawaii paid out over 
$16-million for supplies, equip- 
ment and services here for the 
first. quarter of FY 1961.

Founded in 1941, a month before 

the Japanese fieet steamed for 
Pearl Harbor, the-school wags an 
eleventh hour effort to provide 
Army intelligence units with lin- 
guists skilled in Japanese, Its 
first home was an unused hangar 
at Crissy Field at the Presidio of 
San Francisco. 

Now permanently located at 
the Presidio of Monterey, ALS 
is an institution offering 28 
foreign languages — a full cur- 
riculum in great contrast to the 
single course, Japanese, offered 
during War 11. 

Military planners who believed 
the end of war would bring to an 
end the need for Army language 


training, had to change their 
minds. 
In 1946, Gen. Douglas Mac- 


Arthur’s Tokyo headquarters was 
still asking for Japanese-speaking 
Americans, so a small nucleus 
group from the wartime school was 
reestablished at the Presidio of 
Monterey in June of that year. 
Since then, international ten- 
sion has brought language after 
language into the curriculum. Al- 
most 15 years of this has made the 





school the largest of its kind in 

the Western world, The languages 

offered at the school range from 

Arabic and Albanian to Ukranian 

and Vietnamese.

TO DATE, more than 25,000 stu- 
dents have been graduated. This 
is about equal to the number of 
alumni from either West Point or 
Notre Dame. 

The languages taught at ALS 
give the Army the ability to com- 
municate with 75 percent of the 
world’s population. 

Military personnel can surmount 
the language barrier in all but five 
of the eighty-one United Nations 
countries, and all countries belong- 
ing to the Organization of Ameri- 
can States, Colombo Plan, South- 
east Treaty Organization and the 
Central Treaty Organization. 

Graduates of the school are 
found in nearly all of the 73 coun- 
tries where U.S. military are sta- 
tioned. They perform a variety of 
duties: military attaches at Ameri- 
can embassies, duty at combined 
headquarters such as NATO, offi- 





cers and noncommissioned officers 











in key posts with military missions 
or advisory groups in allied or 
friendly countries. 

Selected officers become 
foreign area specialists, leaving 
ALS to undertake further study 
at universities in this country 
and abroad, The remainder serve 
with troop units abroad, or in 
such organizations as psychologi- 
cal warfare. 

Students at the School come 
from all Department of Defense 
agencies—thougn primarily from 
the Army—and range in rank 
from recruits to full colonels. 

While a high percentage of en- 
listed students are sent to the 
school by Army agencies which ar- 
range for their training, there is 
a program of admission for volun- 
teers. 

Current regulations governing 
admission are AR 611-82; AR 611- 
215, and DA Pamphlet 20-21 (May 
1957). These are subject to change, 
and persons wishing to apply for 
language training should consult 
personel officers for current re- 
quirements.

First out, of course, is the pla- 
toon leader, Lt. William T. Ryder. 

Still aloft are the enlisted men, 
lined in order of lots drawn on the 
ground. 

No. 1 stands in the door. He 
looks out, looks down, then falls 
backward in a faint. 

No. 2 steps forward, across the 
unconscious figure, across the exit 
line, Eyes on the far horizon, “Red” 
King walks into space, into history.

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Make Joint ‘Raid’ 


FORT RICHARDSON, Alaska—Regular Army and Na- 
tional Guard forces in Alaska teamed up recently for the first 
“hit and run” training mission in the 49th state. 


Men of Co. D, 1st B G, 23d Inf., 
commanded by Capt. Edgar G. 
David, were airlifted tc Bethel, on 
the Kuskokwim River in western 
Alaska, on 15 October, to destroy 
an “enemy” held radar site. 

C-123 transport planes of the 
144th Air Transport Squadron, 
Alaska Air National Guard, flew 
the Fort Richardson troops from 
Anchorage International Airport. 

They landed after dark at 

ethel airfield, which was being 

eld by citizen-soldiers of Hq. Det. 
and Co. A, 2d Scout Bn, 297th Inf., 
Alaska Army National Guard. The 
Guard scouts had seized the air- 
field earlier in the evening from 
an aggressor force which, in 
reality, were two platoons of 
troops from the 23d Inf. 

“Purpose of the joint Army, Na- 
tional Guard, Air Guard mission 
was to test the combat capability 
and feasibility of a joint tactical 
movement and operation such as 
an airlanded raid under simulated 
combat conditions,” Capt. David 
said.

ON LANDING at Bethel airfield, 
Capt. David and his platoon lead- 
ers were briefed by Maj. Robert D. 
Ellis, commander of the 2d Scout 
Bn, Maj. Ellis covered changes 
from original reports given to the 
raiders concerning aggressor loca- 
tion and troop concentrations. 

Using Eskimo guardsmen as ad- 
vance scouts and guides, Capt. 
David divided his company into two 
task forces, Task Force One and 
Task Force Two. 

. Task Force Two’s mission was to 
destroy a simulated ammunition 
dump, capture the aggressor poli- 
tical chief of Bethel, reinforce the 
ANG roadblock on the main road 
to Bethel, and prevent the enemy 
forces from retaking the airstrip. 

“Task Force Two covered more 
than two miles of frozen tundra 
to accomplish their mission,” Capt.

“Their tactical flight to Bethel and 
back was one of the best jobs of 
air support for any training mis- 
sion I’ve been on in Alaska.”

Anti-Malaria 
Pill Issued In 
8th Army 


WITH 7TH DIV., Korea — The 
prevalence of malaria in Korea as 
well as temperate zones of Europe 
and sections of Asia, continues to 
be one of the most important actual 
and potential problems of overseas 
military operations. 

The malaria drug program for 
the Bayonet Division, as well as all 
sections of EUSA, consists of one 
combined tablet containing chloro- 
quine phosphate, and primaquine 
phosphate. 

Unit commanders are respon- 
sible for obtaining the tablets from 
their supporting medical installa- 
tion, and making proper distribu- 
tion. Each individual usually takes 
one tablet at the noon meal each 
Monday throughout the year. COs 
also insure that chloroquine and 
primaquine supplies are _ safe- 
guarded during storage. Each in- 
dividual will receive one, and only 
one, tablet weekly. 

Reactions to the combined anti- 
malarial drug ig not anticipated 
even among individuals sensitive 
to treatment.

Cannon's ‘Boom’ Opens 
For Visitors to Williamsburg

WILLIAMSBURG, Va.—Watching the smoke from the little cannon drift over the 
Powder House was a circle of curious young soldiers, airmen and sailors. They had just 
seen how the citizens of this town were roused to a battle pitch a little over 185 years 


ago. 

The boom of the Queen Anne 
gun and the beating of drums 
stirred the townsmen from their 
dreams to tell them that the British 
were stealing their gunpowder. 

Demonstrating the warning shot 
were members of Williamsburg’s 
honorable Militia. The military 
spectators were from Fort Eustis, 
Langley, Belvoir, Norfolk and other 
posts and bases of Virginia and 
neighboring states. 

The firing of the little siege-piece 
is a daily ceremony of the Militia. 
It signals the start of a new day for 
the “butcher, baker, candlestick 
maker,” and hordes of tourists that

the history of our country) it might 
be related that in the dark of night 
on April 20, 1775, a detachment of 
Marines from the British schooner, 
“Magdalen,” attempted to loot the 
Capital’s powderhouse, 

Acting under the orders of Lord 
Dunmore, the Royal Governor of 
Virginia, the Marines had already 
removed 15 half-barrels of the pre- 
cious ammunition when they were 
discovered. 

A drummer sounded the alarm. 
Everybody hurried to the Mar- 
ket Square courthouse. The Mili- 
tia took up their arms. Urged on 
by the outraged fellow citizens, 
they were on the verge of attack- 
ing the Governor’s Palace when 
dissuaded by Peyton Randolph, 
Speaker of the House of Bur- 
gesses. 

Governor Dunmore met Ran- 
dolph’s mild request for the return 
of the powder with a threat to arm 
the slaves and lay the town in 
ashes. This rash reaction to the 
modest appeal almost put Virginia 
into the Revolutionary War before 
Massachusetts. It was only eight 
days later (on April 29) that the 
British Redcoats were repulsed by 
the Minute Men on their way to an- 
other powder stealing mission at 
Concord. 

The firing of the cannon at the 
Magazine at 9 every morning, ex- 
cept on Sundays, signals the open- 
ing of the Capitol, the Governor’s 
Palace, the Wythe House, Craft

random (both at point of origin 
and at destination) and to record 


the results of these inspections 
in order to evaluate the mover’s 
performance later. 

Every time a _ serviceman is 
moved, TO’s will send him a form 
to fill out as soon as the move is 
completed. There are about 20 
questions on this form which the 
serviceman must answer. His an- 
swers will also go into the files to 
help evaluate mover performance. 

But this is only a small part 
of the inspection system. The big- 
gest job by far falls on the TO 
who is charged with inspecting 
equipment and facilities of every 
mover who applies for credentials 
to move service household goods. 

According to MTMA, the TO 
must make a thorough (and we 
mean thorough) inspection of each 
and every one of them.

Becker served as transportation of- 
ficer for both the Khrushchev and De- 
Gaulle visits last year. 

“The security measures on the Khrush- 
chev visit were frantic.” says Col. Becker. 
“Hotel rooms were ‘sterilized and gone 
over with geiger counters before any of 
the official party could enter’ them. No 
on was allowed in the area without the 
identifying red and yellow pins worn by 
official party members, and all baggage 
was examined and transported on a sep- 
arate Air Force KC-135 jet refueler.”

COL. BECKER still retains his official 
name tag typewritten in English and 
phonetic Russian, a covered vase, medals 
and a bottle of vodka as souvenirs of this 
assignment. Most ‘representative of the 
keepsakes is the miniature gold-colored 
Sputnik stemming ‘from a partial globe. 

Four jet transports, a Convair, two 
commercial jets for the press; train ac-

THE LUGGAGE was a major job, ac- 
cording to Becker. “For security reasons 
no luggage was allowed on the same plane 
or car with Khrushchev. The official 
party left their luggage in their hotel 
rooms and it was in their room on their 
arrival at the next city.” 

Becker pointed out that the press 
people were often the most troublesome 
as far as luggage was concerned. Ex- 
pensive camera equipment, brief casés, 
and pieces of luggage were often aban- 
doned in a rush to keep up with the of- 
ficial party, but the transportation people 
always checked rooms and returned items 
to their owners.” 

“I remember one particular incident,” 
said the colonel, “where a newsman rush- 
ing for the train from Los Angeles to 
San Francisco still had his luggage with 
him—they were supposed to leave it at 
a pick-up point—and he threw his .bags 
on the nearest cart at the station and 
called to the porter to send it to ‘Me’ 
in San Francisco as he jumped aboard 
the train. We located the luggage in Lost 
and Found and had it forwarded.” 

A feeling of tenseness and strain pre- 
vailed throughout most of the trip; he 
said, but there were a few lighter mo-

ments. On the trip from the Waldorf to 
Penn. Station in New York, air raid 
sirens went off and one of the English 
speaking Russians asked what was hap- 
pening. Becker explained it was a test. 
Following a fast and furious conversation 
with his comrades the man turned and 
said, “Khrushchev comes to town and 
they start testing air raid sitens!” 

Taking advantage of a breather during 
the Hollywood excursion, Col. Becker 
did collect a few autographs for his two 
children, Patti, 16, and Billy, 12. Mrs 
Becker added that the~. youngsters 
weren't impressed with some of dad’s 
choices. Seeing Greer Garson’s signature 
they asked “Who’s this?”

THERE WAS NO comparison between 
the Khrushchev and DeGaulle visits, ac- 
cording to Col. Becker. “The security re- 
strictions on Khrushchev’s visit may have 
had something to do with the additional 
strain,” he said, “but the trip with the 
smaller DeGaulle party was very pleasur- 
able. The younger set included in the 
DeGaulle party even jitterbugged in the 
aisles of the plane at times.” 


“Mrs. Khrushchev was the motherly 
type,” continued the colonel., “She smiled 
all the time and was very kindly looking.” 


Originally from New York, the Beckers 
adopted Washington State as their home 
ten years ago. They have purchased a 
piece of property in the Magnolia Bluffs 


area of Seattle and plan to retire there. 


At present the family is residing in post 
quarters. 

“We're glad to be home,” was the only 
comment from’ the Beckers about their 
move from the fast-paced hub-bub of 
Washington, D.C.

Man With Lots of Dough 


FORT SAM HOUSTON, Tex.— 
MSgt. George Chabisek, is 
soldier who is not 
a lack of dough. In fact, 
tons of it. He is the non-com 
in charge of the Fort Sam Hous 
ton bakery. 

Chabisek estimates that the 
bakery uses about five tons of 
dough a day in baking 10,000 
loves of bread. Capacity of the 
bakery is 12,000 loaves per day. 

A veteran of 22 years baking 
experience, Chabisek supervises 
a staff of 20 enlisted mien. 

In addition to providing bread 
for the soldiers at Fort Sam, the 
bakery also services Lackland 
AFB and Brooks AFB, including 
the commissaries located at those 
installations. 

Two ovens with a capacity of 
1280 loaves each, turn out 2560 
loaves of bread every 30 minutes 
baking time. 

On the lighter side, Chabisek 
estimates that if each loaf of 
bread baked in a single month 
were placed end to end, the line 
would stretch from San Antonio 
beyond Seguin.

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War Leader Writes Memoirs 


THE MEMOIRS OF GENERAL LORD

BRITISH lad who decided to enlist in an Indian 
Cavalry regiment around the turn of the century 

was required to bring his own horse, saddle, sword 
and other equipment, and the only government prop- 
erty issued him was his musket. Although “it seems 
odd in these days,” as Lord Ismay says, “to think that 
there was a time when large numbers of youths were 
only too ready to pay a substantial sum of money for 
the privilege of serving in a profession which held 
out no hope of financial reward” — there was at least 
one such lad who never regretted his decision to do so. 

“Pug” Ismay, at the age of 15, made such a deci- 
sion, Having failed to win a scholarship to college, 
he settled on a military career and at age 16 won en- 
trance to Sandhurst Royal Military College. After a 
year there he wus commissioned a second lieutenant. 
His early years as a soldier were spent in the North- 
west frontier of India and in pursuit of Mahomed bin 
Abdillah Hassan (“The Mad Mullah’) in Somaliland 
with the Camel Corps. These years were the only ones 
Ismay ever spent in line duty during his long military 
career and this fact, perhaps, explains the coloring of 
his opinion of another soldier, Dwight Eisenhower, 
toward whom others of Ismay’s colleagues have not 
been so generous. 

“There are some commanders who seem to fear 
that credit given to subordinates may detract from the 
merit of their own performance. Eisenhower was ex- 
actly the reverse. He was so determined to do justice 
to all who had served him well, that he was apt to give 
the impression to those who did not know all the facts 
that his own role had been merely supervisory. It was 
indeed suggested that although he had great charm 
and a remarkable flair for coordination, he was an 
amatuer in the field of strategy and military command. 
This criticism is as unfair as it is unjustifiable . . . His 
critics argued that he had never seen active service. 
Anyone will admit that it is a valuable experience for 
a soldier to hear the crack and whine of bullets, but it 
is ridiculous to suggest that a man who has not had 
this particular experience is unfit for high command.

AS CHURCHILL’S World War II chief of staff, 
head of the office of the Minister of Defense, Deputy 
Secretary to the War Cabinet and later as NATO’s first 
secretary-general, Lord Ismay came in close contact with 
many of the world’s military leaders and statesmen. 
The incise personality sketches he has drawn of them 
in these memoirs is one of the great values of the book. 

Among them are de Gaulle, Roosevelt, Stalin, 
Truman, Marshall, MacArthur, Alan Brooke, Mont- 
gomery, Mountbatten, Patton, Bradley, Eden, Hop- 
kins, Harriman and Forrestal. His memoirs, almost 
an essay on modesty, are in fact more descriptive of 
the roles of others than they are of his own impres- 
sive career.

The fact that doctors are human and sometimes let 
matters of life and death take second place to rivalry 
and personal ambition is told through the story of Neil 
Wendling, 47, who had been at the hospital for more 
than 15 years, serving as assistant to an eminent sur- 
geon, Dr. Victor Sprague. 

When his boss has a serious atcident that lands 
him in the hospital for several months, Neil handles 
both practices and discovers that Sprague has been 
holding him down professionally all those years. There 
is much wifely pressure and some tug of old loyalties, 
but he gains self-confidence and independence. 

Physicians’ wives, especially, will recognize Mrs. 
Begner’s picture of a doctor’s home life and his unusual 
relationships with his family. Married to a New York 
surgeon herself, she knows whereof she speaks.

Army Is Smarter 
Than Air Force

Most of us knew it all the time, and now NEWS- 

WEEK confirms that Army officers are smarter 
than Air Force officers. The news magazine draws 
from an unpublished Air Force report which finds 
pilots making errors because of a “lack of a solid 
education.” Maj. Gen. James Edmundson, director of 
AF personnel, complains that only 43 percent of line 
officers have college degrees. The AF is spending $63 
million annually for its education program—tops for all 
the services—but officers feel that a more urgent pro- 
gram is needed since space exploration will require 
even more trained peoplee NEWSWEEK says that 57 
percent of Army line officers have degrees, 63 per- 
cent in the Navy. " 

The August ARMY INFORMATION DIGEST re- 
ported that Army commissioned officers “are, in 
fact,among the nation’s most highly educated 
groups. More than 55 percent of them hold at least 
one college degree.” 


Modern penal institutions are more than a place 
of confinement, the November MILITARY POLICE 
JOURNAL points out in describing psychiatric services 
at Fort Leavenworth’s 
Disciplinary Barracks. 
Few institutions, we’re 
told, are as well staffed 
in this field as the USDB 
there. The psychiatry 
and neurology division 
has been a part of USDB 
since late 1914 except 
when the Department of 
Justice operated the bar- 
racks. Every inmate re- 
ceives a mental examina- 
tion when he arrives at 
Leavenworth. In _ addi- 
tion, the division spon- 
sors an Alcoholics Anon- 
ymous group.

A 'Must' Volume 
For Jazz Fans 


By TOM SCANLAN 


y BONARD FEATHER’S new edition of The Encyclopedia 
of Jazz is now available and anyone interested in jazz 
music will find this large 527-page volume a bargain for 


$15 (Horizon Press, N. Y.). 

The revised edition has more 
than 2000 biographies. Almost 
without exception they are fac- 
tually brief and to the point. 
Some minor jazz figures may 
have been overlooked but cer- 
tainly every major jazzman is in- 
cluded. 

Objectivety is a myth, but the 
Encyclopedia proves—with near- 
ly every page—that Feather has 
done his best to be as fair as 
can be expected of a jazz com- 
mentator who holds _ strong 
opinions about what jazz is and 
who the most important jazz 
musicians are. 

* « ” 


FEATHER’S point of view ifs 
to be found in the Encyclopedia, 
of course, but the book is charac- 
terized by fact more than opin- 
ion. Feather’s point of view is 
presented baldly, for example, 
in the Dizzy Gillespie biography. 
Gillespie is unquestionably a 
great musician but I _ cer- 
tainly question Feather’s state- 
ment in the Gillespie biography 
that. bop was “a melodic, har- 
monic and rhythmic advance- 
ment of jazz,” particularly when 
such a highly debatable opinion 
is presented as fact. 

Feather seems most interested 
in “modern” musicians generally 
and perhaps this is why a great 
trumpet player such as Billy 
Butterfield is kissed off with a 
brief biog measuring 2% inches 
while someone like Jimmy 
Giuffre gets 7 inches. 

On the other hand, Feather has 
revised his curiously brief piece 
on Ruby Braff from the first 
edition and has included a large 
number of deserving older 
musicians who were not included 
in the original book (among 
these are several mentioned in 
my 1955 review of the first edi- 
tion — Hymie Shertzer, Floyd 
Bean, Mousie Alexander, John- 
ny Best, Dick Cathcart and Clyde 
Hurley). Bass player Sid Weiss 
has not yet made it, however, 
which hardly seems like an ob- 
vious oversight when you come 
upon the inclusion of someone 
like Mary Ford, who has abso- 
lutely nothing to do with jazz 
music as far as I know.

In addition to the well-written 
biographies, a handful of inter- 
esting essays and fact compila- 
tions add to the immense value 
of the book.

Meridian Books, 1959) is ad- 
mirable (though the longer 
original piece is more interest- 
ing, what with the inclusion of 
Goodman’s solo on “Slipped 
Dise” and part of Teddy Wil- 
son’s “Blues for the Oldest Pro- 
fession”) as is “Jazz in the Amer- 
ican Society.” I cannot agree 
with everything in the latter es- 
say, but it is unquestionably a 
fine provocative piece of work 
which no doubt will serve as a 
meaningful eye-opener to hun- 
dreds, and perhaps thousands, 
of mis-informed people. For this, 
Feather deserves the respect and 
approbation of everyone con-

Even if you pride yourself on 
your ability to come in out of the 
rain you might still come a 
cropper on this hand.

Your “natural” play is to 
cover the queen of hearts with 
dummy’s king. Better have some 
dry clothes ready if you make 
this play. 

East wins with the ace of 
hearts and: returns his trump. 
This allows West to take two 
trump tricks and lead a third 
trump. 

Now you cannot ruff a dia- 
mond in dummy, You can get rid 
of one diamond on dummy’s jack 
of hearts, but your last diamond 
goes to the enemy. Down one. 

It’s hard to see the danger at 
the first trick, but if you’re a 
cautious bird you'll avoid trou- 
ble. Just don’t play the king of 
hearts from dummy. 

If West is allowed to hold the 
first trick, he cannot remove all 
of dummy‘s trumps. You can 
surely ruff one diamond in dum- 
my. If- necessary, you can later 
lead the king of hearts through 
East to ruff out the ace, but 
you'll probably be able to ruff 
both low diamonds in dummy. 

If East overtakes the queen 
of hearts at the first trick to 
lead his trump, the defenders 
can remove all trumps from the 
dummy. But then dummy’s king 
and jack of hearts will take care

In another connection, Pong re- 
ports that his negatives with a 
certain developer come out thin, 
and the shiny side “too glossy” 
and easily scratched. His meter 
had been repaired recently. Would 
we advise switching to another de- 
veloper? 

Sounds like underexposure to 
me. I suggest two steps: Check 
your use of the meter (in shoot- 
ing outdoor scenes, for example, 
tilt the meter down slightly to 
avoid reading too much of the sky), 
and in developing, make certain 
you are developing at the recom- 
mended solution temperature, and 
the indicated time. 

Also, check the ASA speed you 
are using in shooting the film.

IN TAKING flash pictures on 
color film, Col. O. A. Chambers 
(USMC) reports that “a number 
of times, in indoor shots with 
some artificial light, I have _ re- 
ceived slides back where the iris 
of the eyes of those looking into 
or nearly into the camera have 
come out a fiery red; most of the 
people involved have light blue 
eyes.” 

He asks for a cause and cure 
“other than not letting people 
look into the camera or to bounce 
the flash.” 

The effect is a familiar one 
and results because flash shot 
directly toward the eyes is re- 
flected from the retina, back of 
the eyes, causing the iris to ap- 
pear red, 

One cure is to position the flash 
to hit just above the eyes, or to 
use an extension cord so that the 
flashgun may be held off the cam- 
era and at an angie to the face. 
Incidentally, this flash position 
also happens to yield pictures with 
better tone modulation.

“WHILE STATIONED in Japan 
a few years ago, | learned to use 
a blue filter on my Argus C-3 with 
ordinary flash bulbs as a substi- 
tute for blue tinted flash bulbs, for 





indoor shots with daylight type 
Kodachrome color film,” writes 
Frederick W. Rubenich, Jr. (USN). 

Is the procedure “permissible,” 
he wants to know. If the results 
look right, why worry? 

From time to time, flash units 
have appeared on the market with 
a blue plastic covering approx- 
imating the color of the blue flash 
bulb. One manufacturer of the de- 
vice is the Tiffen Manufacturing 
Co., 71 Jane St., Roslyn Heights, 
N. Y. You might write them for 
literature and counsel. 

Frankly, if you are going to do 
much color photography of this 
sort, that is, shooting under dif- 
ferent kinds of light on the same 
roll of color film, you would be 
better off with tungsten color

Drivers Set 
Safe Pace 
At Redstone 


HUNTSVILLE, Ala. — It 
has been said that an Army 
travels on its stomach, but 
last year the part of the Army 
at Redstone Arsenal rode 7,- 
898,289 miles on wheels, ac- 
cording to S. G. Wilkins, of 
the post transportation office. 


That figure represents total mile- 
age traveled by vehicles under the 
jurisdiction of post transportation. 
Some of these vehicles are used by 
the various elements of the Army 
Ordnance Missile Command at 
Redstone which supply their own 
drivers. 

Post transportation drivers log- 
ged 2,052,000 miles of their own. 
Their safety record is as impressive 
as their mileage figure. Last year, 
for instance, they transported 970 
children a day to and from school 
without’a single mishap. 

The post motor pool now main- 
tains more than 1800 vehicles. It 
operates or has ayailable for op- 
eration about 1100. The remainder 
are assigned to command elements. 

Many of the miles are logged by 
men hauling valuable missiles or 
missile components from Redstone 
to missile test ranges at Cape Ca- 
naveral, Fla., and White Sands, 
N.M. There has never been a single 
mishap involving the government 
drivers. 

Several million miles are trav- 
eled right at Redstone. The spraw- 
ling 39,000 acre installation needs 
wheels and plenty of them. Post 
taxi dispatchers are currently 
handling more than 700 calls each 
day even though shuttle buses op- 
erate continuously over the high 
traffic routes.

THE TRANSPORTATION Office 
is an operation which includes 
management of a government own- 
ed railroad. It has five locomotives 
and 80 railway cars that operate 
solely on the 91 miles of track 
within the arsenal fence. 

The “Redstone Railroad” takes 
over from commercial haulers at 
two “depots” on the arsenal. Its 
principal cargoes are rocket fuels, 
sand, gravel and coal. 

Like many commercial railroads, 
however, business is down. The rail- 
road isn’t used as extensively as it 
was many years ago when the 
Army had ammunition production 
facilities at what is now Redstone 
Arsenal. 

From snail’s pace to flying, post 
transportation handles all traffic. 
It paid commercial airlines about 
$175,000 last year for fares to 
move military and civilian person- 
nel from Redstone around the 
country on government business. 

It also moves household goods 
for military personnel and even pro- 
vided the first ride for the Army’s 
famous space monkeys Able 
and Baker. Post transportation got 
them to Cape Canaveral where they 
took a ride into space in a Jupi- 
ter ballistic missile nose cone and 
came back to chatter about it. 

The post transportation officer is 
Maj. Michael S. Spinello.

Tort TIE your futures to election results until you’ve checked your blood pressure. 
Even the optimists who peer through the somewhat misty months ahead and still 
predict that quite a large and continuing supply of prosperity is just around the corner, 


admit that runaway inflation 
would spoil the picture com- 
pletely.

Drone Sets Altitude Mark 


WHITE SANDS, N.M.—A new target missile altitude record = 
of 72,500 feet was established recently at the White Sands Missile 
Range in New Mexico during an Army operational and evaluation 
program. 

The record altitude was attained by an RP-76 rocket-powered 
target missile produced by Radioplane, a Division of Northrop 
Corporation. 

Launched from an F-89 carrier aircraft, the RP-76 blasted 
the target missile altitude record of 61,800 feet established in 1959 
by another RP-76. A maximum speed of Mach 1.03 was attained 
while climbing at the rate of over 10,000 feet per minute—a 
vertical ascent of over 100 miles per hour. 

Currently in use as a training target for Nike Hercules and 
Ajax missile crews at Fort Bliss, Texas, a total of 700 RP-76 
target missiles haye been contracted for by the Army. The con- 
tracts also provide for a complete Radioplane furnished flight 
services. program and for maintenance and repair of the targets.

Copters Guard Free World's Tense Sector 


WITH 2nd ARMD. CAV. REGT., 
Germany — The U.S. Army heli- 
copter flew at treetop level just 
inside the border separating West 
Germany from Czechoslovakia. On 
board the Sikorsky S-58 a soldier 
on his first Iron Curtain patrol 
peered through the cabin window 
toward Communist territory and 
asked: “Anyone over there?” 

His squad leader handed him a 
pair of binoculars and pointed to 
a guard tower on the other side 
of the line. The soldier focused the 
glasses on the tower catwalk, his 
jaw dropped, and he _ gasped: 
“Go-l-l-y!” He found himself look- 
ing down the rifle barrel of a Czech 
guard who followed the helicopter 
in his sights until it disappeared. 

The squad leader smiled at the 
shaken soldier. “That fellow does 
that to us every time we come by,” 
he explained. “Just testing our 
nerves.” 

This testing of nerves goes on 
24 hours a day along West Ger- 
many’s border with Czechoslovakia 
and East Germany, which lies 
athwart the main approach routes 
from the East. Armed men on both 
sides of the line warily eye each 
other’s every move. 

Guarding this tense sector for 
the Free World is the battle-ready 
U.S. Seventh Army. Serving as 
eyes and ears for the Seventh 
along a critical 25-mile stretch of 
this no-man’s land is the 2d Armd 
Cav Reg. It keeps the border zone 
under constant surveillance, poised 
to cope with an infiltration or to! 
act as a delaying force in the event | 
of a full-scale “attack that would 
turn the cold war hot. 


“We are the first guardians of | 


this border,” says Col. Lawrence | 


E. Schlanser, Co., 2d Cavalry. “Tf | 


present-day mission if we didn’t 


have the S-58,” the colonel de 
clared. 
Schlanser estimates that he 


spends about 15 hours a week in 
aircraft, mostly helicopters. The 
copters enable him to frequently 
inspect the far-flung areas of his 
command and stay abreast of daily 
developments on the frontier. 

“In all the fields we work in, 

the S-58 is getting into the play,” 
he pvints out. “We are now set 
up so that our air landing teams,’ 
which are fast-striking units on 
around-the-clock alert, can be 
lifter to a danger spot anywhere 
on the border in a matter of 
minutes.” 

The air landing teams are prod- 
ucts of a smooth meshing of heli- 
copter crews and foot soldiers. 

A visit to one of the air landing 
team stations located only a short 
hop from the border provides a 
typical example of this operation. 

A team consists of 13 men—two 
five-man squads, a lieutenant who 
serves as squad leader, and two 
helicopter pilots. Teams are on 
standby duty 24 hours a day, the 
officers in their ready room and 
the enlisted men in their quarters. 
Their C-58 helicopters, carrying a 
full load of fuel and warmed up 
at regular intervals, stand outside, 
summer and winter, poised for im-

Medicare Users 
Warned on Bills 
For Ambulances 


WASHINGTON — Changes in 
the medicare program to warn de- 
pendents that they may be stuck 
with ambulance bills in some cases 
were announced this week. 

They were contained in C-2 and 
C-3 to AR 40-122 to bring the regu- 
lation in line with government pol- 
icy that forbids commercial trans- 
portation at federal expense al- 
though government transport is 
authorized. 

A spokesman for medicare out- 
lined two typical cases where de- 
pendents who use private ambu- 
lances may have to foot the bill. 

One would be where a soldier’s 
wife is in a civilian hospital (she 
is allowed up to 365 days there) 
and then is transferred to a gov- 
ernment hospital. If commercial 
ambulance were used, the sponsor 
would have to pay. In such cases 
he should seek government trans- 
port. 

Another case would arise from 
an accident where the sponsor was 
killed and the dependent, injured, 
was taken to a civilian hospital. 
As soon as the wife’s physical con- 
dition. permitted, she normally 
would be transferred ’to a govern- 
ment. hospital. Here again, a pri- 
vate ambulance cannot be used 
unless the dependent wants to pay 
the bill.

Dr. F. P. Kilpatrick, of the 
Brookings staff, disclosed some re- 
sults of the survey in a speech 
before the Public Personnel Asso- 
ciation in New York City. 


He said the more highly educat- 
ed American tends “to be con- 
cerned with such matters as inde- 
pendence, creativity, opportunity 
for ‘self-expression and the like.” 

These people generally feel 
they are less likely to achieve these 
objectives in federal service, Kil- 
patrick said. He said most Ameri- 
cans praised federal service for its 
secuirty, its stability and its fringe 
benefits but that the better educat- 
ed citizens felt these were not 
enough to offset its disadvantages. 

Kilpatrick said the public as a 
whole looked upon people in the 
civil service favorably. They con- 
sidered civil servants hard work- 
ers, people of good character with 
an interest in serving the public 
and above average in intelligence 
|and ability. 

“More people described civil 
|servants as hard works than ac- 
jcused them of being lazy,” Kilpat- 
rick said. 

What are the reasons most mem- 
tioned for not wanting a federal 
job? 

“Bureaucratic work, red_ tape, 
vast size and inefficiency and in- 
sufficient freedom from _ restric- 
tions,” according to Kilpatrick.

Nikeman Rescues 
Hot Wire Victim 


FORT MacARTHUR, Calif. — 
Quick action on the part of a sol- 
dier from the Garden Grove Nike 
guided missile site is credited 
with saving the life of a Covina 
tree surgeon recently when the 
treeman was severely shocked by 
a 12,000 volt power line.

Using Green Tomatoes 


In answer to Toni Cope’s query 
about what to do with green to- 
matoes, I am sending this recipe: 

Green Tomato Mincemeat 

Ingredients: 1 peck green to- 
matoes, 1 quart sliced (fresh or 
dried) apples, 1 pound seedless 
raisins, salt, 1 pound chopped suet, 
2% pounds brown sugar, 3 lem- 
ons, cinnamon, nutmeg and cloves. 

Method: Wash tomatoes and cut 
into small pieces. Sprinkle with 
salt and let stand over night. 
Drain, add sufficient water to pre- 





vent sticking and cook for three 
minutes, stirring frequently. Add 
lemon juice, grated rind of one 
lemon and white of one lemon that 
has been cut into small pieces. Add 
apples, suet, raisins, sugar and a 
few grains of salt. Add spices to 
taste, and simmer slowly, stirring 
frequently, until tomatoes and ap- 
ples are tender and flavors are 
blended. Pack in freshly sterilized 
jars and seal.

Add tomatoes and 
cook clowly. until tender, but not 
soft. Remove spice bag. Ladle into 
sterilized jars while still hot and 
seal,

former isn’t hard to satisfy; the in- 
gredients aren’t too exotic and 
practically all of them may be 
bought packaged in commisary and 
grocery stores.

SHOOTING

This is the season when hunters venture into the woods 
and get themselves lost. I have never been lost myself, but 
one time I misplaced the camp for a pair of days. It is a 
dirty feeling that hits you when the full implication dawns 
that you don’t know the way home. 





The first full realization that he 
is lost brings a touch of panic to 
the hunter. His reaction is to break 
into a trot in the direction he 
believes is the mcm 
right one. It is wa 
all very well to 
admonish the 
lost person not 
to do this, but a 
lot of the rules 
sort of slip their 
halters in the 
mind of the hap- 
less one when 
= cards are % 

own, ‘ 

Too, he is re- ASKINS 
minded to sit down, smoke a 
cigaret and think over his situa- 
tion. It takes a cool one to do 
that! Any hunting pilgrim steady 
enough to do this will have also 
been bright enough in the first 
place to have fetched along a com- 
pass and a map and so won't be 
lost. 

People are also admonished to 
stay in position once they realize 
they cannot find their way back 
to the starting place. Again it 
would take a resolute soul to pur- 
sue such a course. Squatting under 
a bush for three days does not 
appeal to one who, even in his 
panic, knows his auto is not more 
than four miles distant. Pride en- 
ters into the equation. No one 
who professes to be an, outdoors- 
man wants the word bandied about 
that he had to be rescued after 
changing north into south. 

- ~~ ~ 

I KNEW OF a fellow one time 
who got lost, and when he was 
sure he could not find his way 
back to camp he actually persuaded 
himself that since he was lost he 
must also be turned around (you 
can be lost and still not have your 
directions addled). Instead then of 
walking in the direction where he 
very confidentially felt camp lay, 
he deliberately started a course 
180 degrees opposed to that. After 
two hours of steady marching he 
topped a low rise and there below 
him was the welcome sight of the 
tents. It takes guts to do a thing 
like that! 

Ordinarily when people become 
lost they pretty badly mislay their 
sense of the directions. North 
turns into south, or if not that 
bad the cardinal direction at least 
becomes east or west. This razzle- 
dazzle is sufficiently distracting as 
to lead the hunter astray. When 
badly lost, and as a part of the 
panic which seizes many, it is com- 
mon for the individual to travel 
in a circle.

WHAT SHOULD YOU DO when 
you realize you are lost? Don’t 
sit down to cogitate like the book 
says. You are far too wrought up 
for that. Keep walking. And the 
best direction is to turn right 
around and follow your tracks 
back where you came from. This 
is a simple chore if there is snow 
on the ground. If there is no snow

mountain and head for home. 


Before striking out 


Because of the tendency to walk 


in a circle, once you are definitely 
decided you are lost, select two 
trees as far distant as the terrain 
will permit and keeping these 
lined up, walk toward them. When 
the farther of the two has been 
reached then line up two more, 
and continue this practice as long 
as you are confused. It will insure 
you traveling in a fairly straight 
course.

Stewart Ordnancemen Give 
Civil War Shell to Museum 


FORT STEWART, Ga.—A rare 
Civil War artillery projectile has 
been presented to Savannah Beach 
Mayor Jimmy Brown and museum 
manager Weis C. Snell for display 
in the Fort Screven historical mu- 
seum to open in May, 1961. 

The projectile was fired from 
the 150-pounder Armstrong rifle, 
a coast artillery piece used by the 
Confederates. It is 19 inches long, 
8% inches in diameter and weighs 
150 pounds unloaded. The Arm- 
strong gun and projectile, which 
contained 20 pounds of explosive, 
were of British manufacture, al- 
though both were later manufac- 
tured in the south. 

Members of the post’s 38th Ord. 
Det. (Explosive Disposal) prepared 
the shell for the Savannah Beach 
museum. The Fort Screven proj- 
ect, presently under construction, 
will depict the history of the old 
fort and the Savannah area in 
panorama. Using. paintings, life- 
like objects and artifacts, the his- 
torical display will unfold a story 
dating from the landings of Span- 
ish Monks at Tybee in the 1500s: 





The projectile was consid- 


erably different from the usual ar- 
tillery shell of the day. Two rows 
of six equally spaced studs are 
found on the cylindrical body of 
the shell. The studs in one row, 
however, are not in line with the 
studs in the other row. These short 
— gave the shell flight stabil- 
ty. 

The Armstrong gun which fired 
the projectile is generally credit- 
ed with a profound influence in 
the development of modern artil- 
lery in that it was both breech- 
loaded and spin-stabilized. After 
first being introduced in England, 
the Armstrong was later made in 
the south as the war and the em- 
bargo progressed. 

Members of the 30th Det. first 
discovered 16 Armstrong shells in 
1956 mixed in with a scrap iron 
shipment en route from West Palm 
Beach, Fla. to Japan. After ren- 
dering the shells harmless, the 
demolition experts brought the 
rounds back to Fort Stewart. Sev- 
eral have been donated to the At- 
lanta Historical Society and to the 
museum at the U.S. Military Acad- 
emy at West Point. 





Newest Personnel Carrier

The new _ personnel carrier, 
sporting a new aluminum hull, is 
lighter, shorter, narrower and 
lower, presenting a low silhouette 
target without sacrificing safety. 


Medical Stocks 
Go to Hospital 


FORT AMADOR, C. Z. — Medi- 
cal stocks of U.S. Army Caribbean 
were called on to meet an emerg- 
éncy purchase of absorbent gauze 
and adhesive plaster by Santo 
Tomas Hospital recently. 

Sixty bolts of absorbent gauze, 
each containing 100 yards; 400 
rolls of 3-inch-wide adhesive plas- 
ter and 60 rolls of 12-inch adhe- 
sive plaster were quickly turned 
over to the hospital by the Army 
in response to the purchase re- 
quest. 








Desert Tests 


These features afford increased 
mobility and allow room for the 
2-man crew and 11 troops with 
combat gear.

Camp Irwin, noted for its rough 
desert terrain and rocky moun- 
tainous regions covering 1000 
square miles, has been selected 
as one of the most appropriate 
locations to determine the M113’s 
capabilities. 

The Army Armor and Desert 
Training Center is the home of the 
5th Medium Tank Bn., 40th Armor, 
which under the command of 
Lt. Col. Frank A. Penn, is con- 
ducting the tests. The battalion’s 
maintenance officer, Capt. George 
V. Jindra and 2d Lt. Ralph E. 
Goodall supervise the field evalu- 
ation. 

The M118, the latest thing in 
troop combat mobility, is manu- 
factured by the Food Machinery 
and Chemical Corporation in San 
Jose, Calif. 


During a #day exercise, H-21 
helicopters of the 80th Trans Co., 
Fort Richardson, flew 29,000 pas- 
senger miles to demonstrate the 
battle group’s tactical capability 
with full air support. 

Sole purpose of the exercise was 
to give the infantrymen training 
in heliborne operation, Col. Bob E. 
Edwards, battle group commander, 
explained. 

Rifle companies, reinforced with 
mortar sections, were airlifted to 
positions behind “enemy” lines to 
destroy simulated nuclear weapons 
and other strong aggressor points. 
After completing their mission the 
combat units were airlifted back 
to friendly lines. 

“This is a radical change from 
older tactics,” according to Capt. 
Edward P. Preisendorfer, flight 
commander of the helicopters. 

“Older tactics would have called 
for sneaking a small patrol behind 
the enemy to destroy their instal- 
lation,” the captain explained, 
“After a small patrol completed 
its mission, with the enemy alert- 
ed, the odds were against the full 
patrol making a safe return.” 

With a full task force safely 
heliborne behind enemy lines and 
dug into strong positions which 
can be defended with heavy mor- 
tars, the mission is almost sure 
to be a success, Preisendorfer said. 

Communications with battle 
group headquarters were also 
vastly improved, as the “chop- 
pers” carried heavier, better ra- 
dio equipment than walking in- 
fantrymen could. 

When the task force was ready 
to withdraw, ’copters flew in at 
treetop level and picked the com- 
pany up in its fortified position. 
They were gone before simulated 
aggressor weapons could take their 
toll. 

Each day of the problem, heli- 
copters carried a different com- 
pany into “enemy” held territory 
and withdrew it that afternoon.

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Doctor Draft Would 
Exempt Reservists 


WASHINGTON—Army draft of doctors and dentists 
into the active establishment will not affect those physicians 
who are assigned to an organized troop unit of either the 
Army Reserve or National Guard, the Pentagon announced 


this week. 

The Defense Department has 
been toying for some time with the 
idea of establishing a doctor’s 
draft to relieve the shortage of 
medical personnel in the military 
establishment. DOD has the au- 
thority under two public laws to 
draft medical personnel. 

In newly published AR 135-14, 
the Army states that reserve com- 
ponent physicians and dentists 
“will not be ordered to active duty 
as individuals without their con- 
sent.” 

The policy exempting reserve 
Physicians from involuntary call 
up has been in force for some time 
but on an unwritten basis. AR 135- 
14 puts the exemption on the books 
and assures those now in treop 
units that they wil! not be drafted 
without their consent even if a 
doctor’s draft is established. 

The Army also hopes that spel- 
ling out of the exemption policy 
will encourage more physicians and 
dentists to join reserve and guard 
units. Many physicians and dentists 
have avoided joining one of the 
civilian soldier forces for fear that 
m the event of a doctor’s draft 
they will be called up anyway. 

The Army noted that there are 
epenings for doctors and dentists 
im reserve units all. aeross the 
country. The regulation does not 
apply: 

@ In emergency conditions, 
where the requirements of the ac- 
tive Army cannot be satisfied from 
available Reserve officers in the 
Control Groups (Reinforcement 
and Annual Training). 

® To an officer who fails to 
meet satisfactory participation re- 
quirements. 

® To any officer who was or is 
deferred under AR 135-105 (Berry 
Plan) he would be called if his 
specialty was,in demand upon ter- 
mination of residency training and 
deferment. 

® To any officer who is subject 

















to active duty under the Universal 
Military and Training Act because 
of completion of advanced Reserve 
Officers Training Corps (ROTC).

Explosives Expert Removes 


Dangerous War ‘Souvenir’ 


FORT RITCHIE, Md.—A mur- 
derous “souvenir” was removed 
from the Denton Jacques farm 
near Smithburg, Md., recently 
through the combined efforts of 
Fert Ritchie military police and 
Sgt. Butel Perez, a demolitions’ ex- 
pert from Fort Meade, Md. 

The potential killer was identi- 
fied by Perez as a Civil War Hotch- 
kiss artillery round, searred and 
rusted, but still as dangerous as 
the day it was fired in the bitter 
struggle between North and South. 

It had been dug from the side 
of a hill, approximately 100 yards 
from the Jacques farm house, al- 
most two years ago by Denton Jr., 
and his younger brother John, now 
15 and 16 years old respectively. 

The Jacques family realized that 
the projectile was potentially dan- 
gerous, but did not know what ac- 
tion to take. It was placed out of 
reach in one of the out buildings 
until two weeks ago. when Warren 
Lammontt, of Smithburg, a friend 
of. the two Jacques brothers, asked 
to see the relic. 

Lammontt notified Sgt. John H. 
Richardson, the Fort Ritchie milli- 
tary police desk sergeant on duty. 
Richardson hastily. put in _a call 
to the 28th Ordnance Detachment 





at Fort Meade, and Perez was dis- 
patched to handle the situation. 

Perez arrived at Fort Ritchie 
around 2300, but could not locate 
the Jacques farm. He returned to 
Ritchie the next day and was 
guided to the site by SFC Irvin E. 
Beard, an MP, and removed the 
artillery round to Fort Meade 
where it will be destroyed.

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Doctor Draft Would 
Exempt Reservists 


WASHINGTON—Army draft of doctors and dentists 
into the active establishment will not affect those physicians 
who are assigned to an organized troop unit of either the 
Army Reserve or National Guard, the Pentagon announced 


this week. 

The Defense Department has 
been toying for some time with the 
idea of establishing a doctor’s 
draft to relieve the shortage of 
medical personnel in the military 
establishment. DOD has the au- 
thority under two public laws to 
draft medical personnel. 

In newly published AR 135-14, 
the Army states that reserve com- 
ponent physicians and dentists 
“will not be ordered to active duty 
as individuals without their con- 
sent.” 

The policy exempting reserve 
Physicians from involuntary call 
up has been in force for some time 
but on an unwritten basis. AR 135- 
14 puts the exemption on the books 
and assures those now in troop 
units that they will not be drafted 
without their consent even if a 
doctor’s draft is established. 

The Army also hopes that spel- 
Jing out of the exemption policy 
will encourage more physicians and 
dentists to join reserve and guard 
units. Many physicians and dentists 
have avoided joining one of the 
civilian soldier forees for fear that 
m the event of a dector’s draft 
they will be called up anyway. 

The Army noted that there are 
epenings for doctors and dentists 
im reserve units all. aeross the 
country. The regulation does not 
apply: 

@® In emergency conditions, 
where the requirements of the ac- 
tive Army cannot be satisfied from 
available Reserve officers in the 
Control Groups (Reinforcement 
and Annual Training). 

® To an officer who fails to 
meet satisfactory participation re- 
quirements. 

® To any officer who was or is 
deferréd under AR 135-105 (Berry 
Plan) ke would be called if his 
specialty was.,in demand upon ter- 
mination of residency training and 
deferment. 

® To any officer who is subject 








to active duty under the Universal 
Military and Training Act because 
of completion of advanced Reserve 
Officers Training Corps (ROTC).

Explosives Expert Removes 
Dangerous War ‘Souvenir’ 


FORT RITCHIE, Md.—A mur- 
derous “souvenir” was removed 
from the Denton Jacques farm 
near Smithburg, Md., recently 
through the combined efforts of 
Fert Ritchie military police and 
Sgt. Butel Perez, a demolitions’ ex- 
pert from Fort Meade, Md. 

The potential killer was identi- 
fied by Perez as a Civil War Hotch- 
kiss artillery round, searred and 
rusted, but still as dangereus as 
the day it was fired in the bitter 
struggle between North and South. 

It had been dug from the side 
of a hill, approximately 100 yards 
from the Jacques farm house, al- 
most two years ago by Denton Jr., 
and his younger brother John, now 
15 and 16 years old respectively. 

The Jacques family realized that 
the projectile was potentially dan- 
gerous, but did not know what ac- 
tion to take. It was placed out of 
reach in one of the out buildings 
until two weeks ago. when Warren 
Lammontt, of Smithburg, a friend 
of.the two Jacques brothers, asked 
to see the relic. 

Lammontt notified Sgt. John H. 
Richardson, the Fort Ritchie mili- 
tary police desk sergeant on duty. 
Richardson._hastily. put in a call 
to the 28th Ordnance Detachment 


at Fort Meade, and Perez was dis- 
patched to handle the situation. 

Perez arrived at Fort Ritchie 
around 2300, but could not locate 
the Jacques farm. He returned to 
Ritchie the next day and was 
guided to the site by SFC Irvin E. 
Beard, an MP, and removed the 
artillery round to Fort Meade 
where it will be destroyed.
